Customers ditch internet for the shoo s 


A CHRISTMAS boost could be on 


the cards for Kent’s shopping dis¬ 
tricts if more postal strikes are 
held in the weeks to come.

Town centre managers are keeping their 
fingers crossed that the ongoing dispute 
between the Communication Workers Union 
(CWU) and Royal Mail will put people off 
ordering goods online in the run-up to the fes¬ 
tive period. 

Severe disruption was caused to postal 
services due to the strikes on Thursday and 
Friday, with three more due to start this com¬ 
ing Thursday. 

The knock-on effect could be an increase in 


footfall for Kent’s shopping districts, which 
would be a welcome relief for businesses 
battling the recession. 

Canterbmy city centre co-ordinator Philippe 
Esclasse said: “After a very good summer we 
are desperately hoping we have a good 
Christmas and Januaiy sales period too, so we 
will take whatever unexpected help we can get. 

“I think there are some deep problems at 
Royal Mail that could possibly continue for 
the next few weeks and that might put peo¬ 
ple off ordering goods online because they 
want to make sure they arrive in time. 


“Perhaps it’s true that every cloud has a sil¬ 
ver lining, because every little helps given our 
current economic situation.” 

Chatham town centre manager Ron 
Morlham agreed the strikes could have a pos¬ 
itive effect. 

He said: “Anything that attracts footfall 
through the high street will always be wel¬ 
comed by us. 

“It’s a sad state of affairs with the post, but 
some people will win and some will lose. 

“We are experiencing strong footfall num¬ 
bers in Chatham anyway, and hopefully that 
will increase over the next few weeks. I 
haven’t noticed this week’s strikes making

Term-time holidays to 
blame in truancy rise 


TRUANCY rates are on the rise in 
Kent and Medway because head¬ 
teachers are taking the issue more 
seriously education chiefs claim. 

For the first two terms of the last school 
year, nearly a million half-days were missed 
without permission throughout the county - 
with increases at primary and secondary 
schools. 

Schools run by Kent County Council 
accounted for 816,570 of these unauthorised 
absences in 2008-09, while there were 88,850 
in Medway 

There are no figures for state-funded sec¬ 
ondary schools for 2007-08, but last year 
Kent’s primary school truancy figures went 
up by 24,240 and its maintained secondary 
number rose by 29,448. 

Chris Berry - acting head of attendance 
and behaviour at KCC - revealed the increas¬ 
es were due to headteachers refusing more 
requests from parents to take their children 
on holiday during term time. 

The truancy rate then rises because par¬ 
ents still take the holidays, despite being 
refused permission by the school. 

He said: “It’s true that nationally and in 
Kent the figures have risen, but there are 
quite clear reasons for that. 

“A few years ago we only recorded absences 
and didn’t specify whether they were autho-

rised or not, but now headteachers are being 
asked to be a lot more thoughtful about it. 

“For example, apart from illness, the main 
cause of absence in schools is children being 
taken on holiday during term time. 

“Parents have to ask permission, but now 
heads are being much more robust about say¬ 
ing ‘No, we’re not going to authorise that’. 

“It’s all about getting the message across 
that if children are at school, they will obvi¬ 
ously do better in their studies. 

“We’re trying to encourage parents to think 
carefully about the reasons they are taking 
their children out of school.” 

Crucial 

Children whose attendance rates drop 
below 80 per cent are classed as persistent 
absentees, and last year in Kent there were 
12,800 such pupils. 

Mr Berry said KCC agreed more than 700 
‘parenting contracts’ in an attempt to rectify 
the problem and helped prosecute more than 
600 mothers and fathers who were not send¬ 
ing their children to school. 

While Medway’s unauthorised absence rates 
are also on the rise, a council official said the 
authority’s overall absence figures of 5.2 per 


cent for primary schools and 6.78 per cent for 
secondaries were below national averages. 

She added: “The decision to authorise 
absence rests with the headteacher and 
schools are encouraged to challenge reasons 
given, if they feel it is justified. This allows 
the council to use legal powers to deal with 
poor attendance. 

“Medway Council works closely with 
schools to address absences and the reasons 
why pupils are not attending school. 

“It’s crucial that children come to school so 
they can succeed in their studies, so reducing 
absence is a high priority and we use every 
means available to us. 

“Unauthorised absences can have more of an 
effect than parents realise. Two weeks off in 
each school year for 12 years is equal to miss¬ 
ing two full terms of education, which will 
have a negative impact on children’s success at 
school and seriously affect their future.” 

National truancy figures show 1.03 per 
cent of school sessions were missed without 
permission - up from 0.97 per cent. 

When Labour took power in 1997, the 
annual rate of unauthorised absence was 0.7 
per cent. The number of persistent truants 
has fallen from 273,000 in 2007-08 to 241,000 
last year.

much of a difference, but I’m sure 
I will if there are more in the run¬ 
up to Christmas.” 

Members of the CWU went on 
strike after they unable to 
resolve a long-running dispute 
with Royal Mail bosses over 
the company’s plans for moderni¬ 
sation. 

The union is arguing that even 
though it agreed in 2007 that 
jobs would need to be lost as part 
of the proposals, specific details 
about the actual nature of the 
modernisations were not known 
at that time. 

It claims that when Royal Mail 


stopped talking to staff about the 
long-term effects on job security 
it had no choice but to strike in 
order to get discussions going 
again. 

Maidstone town centre manag¬ 
er Bill Moss said that while he 
sympathised with the firms that 
rely heavily on the postal system, 
there was “nothing worse than a 
late Christmas present”. 

Decrease 

He added: “I think there’s 
already a feeling of reluctance to 
trust some of these big compa¬ 
nies to get items delivered in 
time for Christmas, so I feel peo¬ 


ple will return to the high streets 
if the strikes go on. 

“It will help a lot of places out 
too, because the latest national 
figures show a footfall decrease of 
about 4.9 per cent, although here 
in Maidstone we’re just about on 
par, so we are doing okay. 

“Having said all that, we run 
the town centre management as 
a small business and we rely on 
the post to bring money into us, 
so we could still suffer like many 
others.” 

Mark Burchett - senior mar¬ 
keting manager at Royal Victoria 
Place shopping centre in 
Tunbridge Wells - said now was 


the time for the high street to 
claw business back from the 
internet. 

He said: “I think this year peo¬ 
ple will revert back to the tradi¬ 
tional method of shopping, where 
people know what they see is 
what they will be picking up. 

“Even if DVDs cost a pound 
or so cheaper online, at least 
if people buy them in person 
they know there’s no risk of not 
getting them in time for 
Christmas. 

“It’s not nice to see the strike 
action, but hopefully shop owners 
will take advantage and this year 
the high street will be a winner.”

Drugs stats are up 

DRUG offences in Kent have risen by 12.6 
per cent in a year, according to Home Office 
statistics. 

Police say the increase - which covers the 
period between April and June - is due to a 
countywide clampdown on drug use, posses¬ 
sion and supply. This year there were 103 
extra reported offences compared with the 
same period last year. However, overall crime 
was down more than 12 per cent. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge 
said: “We are using policing combined with 
education to tackle drugs in the county.”

A 10-YEAR-OLD girl who lives in 
fear of being deported to Nigeria 
where close relatives have been 
killed tried to hang herself with 
an electrical flex. 

Adeoti Ogunsola told her mother: “I want to 
die here, not in Nigeria.” 

During a last-ditch effort to stop her depor¬ 
tation on Thursday night, lawyers won a 
reprieve at the High Court. 

Lawyer Harriet Wistrich said the judge, Mr 
Justice Sales, had stopped the removal but 
that the Border Agency was determined to go 
ahead, in spite of evidence of risk of serious 
harm to the child. 

Now the case is scheduled for a full review 
on Wednesday. Her mother, Clementina 
Ogunsola, said she was hoping for a happy 
outcome: “It’s a small step, but now we have 
to wait even more.” 

Adeoti, who attends St Mary’s Primary 
School in Gillingham, was being detained at 
the Tinsley House immigration removal cen¬ 
tre near Gatwick airport with her mother. 

It is the second time the youngster has 
been held. While her mother was in deten¬ 
tion, officials forcibly removed the girl from 
relatives in Hempstead, near Gillingham, 
almost two weeks ago. 

Just days later, she got up at night, went to 
the kitchen in Tinsley House, and tried to 
commit suicide. 

Stressful 

In an exclusive interview with Kent on 
Sunday, her mother said: “My baby tried to 
kill herself. She got up in the middle of the 
night and went to the kitchen alone. 

“She got a cable from a kettle or radio and 
tied it around her neck. She was going to 
hang herself, but thankfully was seen before 
she got too far. 

“This is the only home she has ever known, 
but this has been more stressful than any 
girl should have to endure. 

“I’m worried she will be subjected to the 
horror that is female circumcision, which I 
don’t want. It happened to me and I don’t 
want it for Adeoti.” 

Mrs Ogunsola moved into a flat in Jeffrey 
Street, Gillingham, in February, 2004. It was 
raided within hours by police searching for 
the previous tenant. 

She said: “Every time they came to the flat 
it upset Adeoti. She was becoming more and 
more withdrawn. 

“She was doing well at school, but then the 
immigration authorities started coming 
round and said we had to leave the country.

“I fell pregnant that year, but the child was 
stillborn because of the stress I was under.” 

Mrs Ogunsola said she fled to the UK with 
her daughter because they were under threat 
at home. 

Just this year, she discovered her two 
brothers and father were murdered, in 2004 
and 2007, and her mother has fled the fami¬ 
ly home in fear for her life. 

The 35-year-old said: “My husband was vio¬ 
lent; he attacked and violated me. I had to 
escape with my daughter. It was a living hell. 

“I do have relatives in the UK, but I have no 
contact for them. Adeoti has seen a psy¬ 
chotherapist who is worried she will continue 
trying to kill herself until this stress is 
removed. 

“I have gone through all the right channels, 
but have been told we are not entitled to asy¬ 
lum and will be sent back.” 

The head of St Mary’s Primary, Bernadette 
Long, said: “Adeoti was clearly traumatised. 
She was inconsolable about the thought of 
deportation in September, 2008, when she 
first heard of it. Since then Adeoti has had 
unsettled periods due to the worry and 
uncertainty. This has gone on for a year now 
and is mental cruelty.” 

Plane tickets were booked for the pair to be 
flown to Nigeria late on Thursday. But their 
London legal team at Bimberg Pierce won 
over the judge, who said they can remain at 
Tinsley House. 

The Home Office will now consider its posi¬ 
tion before Wednesday to decide if it wants to 
continue its efforts to deport the pair. 

David Wood, of the UK Border Agency, said: 
‘When the independent courts find a family 
has no need for protection we expect them to 
return home. If they refuse to leave voluntar¬ 
ily we have no choice but to enforce their 
removal and this can include detaining chil¬ 
dren, but only as a very last resort.”

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Judgement offers solution to hard-pressed grammars 


A COMBINATION of the recession and out-of- 
county applications will heap pressure on 
grammar school places in Kent, according to 
experts. 

The results of the Kent Test were revealed 
this week, ending an anxious wait for parents 
and pupils. But now the race to secure a Kent 
County Council grammar school berth begins 
in earnest, as 5,113 children with passes chase 
only 4,458 grammar places. 

There are now growing calls to stop children 
who do not live in Kent from being allocated 


places at the county’s grammars. This year, 
993 pupils from outside the county sat and 
passed the exam, compared with 924 in 2008. 

KCC has frequently said it would like to 
build a new grammar school in the west, 
though no government is likely to approve 
such a move. 

Former headteacher Peter Read, an inde¬ 
pendent education adviser, said the pressure 
on west Kent grammar school places was 
increased by pupils from Sussex and London. 

He said: “I’m starting to think that a solution 


would be to encourage selective schools in 
west Kent to recruit only from within Kent. 

“Historically they have not been able to do 
that, but the schools adjudicator has decided 
the Greenwich Judgement no longer stands 
and a school, if it wishes, can choose a county 
boundary. That would be excellent.” 

The Greenwich Judgement makes it illegal 
for a council or school to allow any preference 
in admissions to a family living in their dis¬ 
trict. Mr Read said the adjudicator ruled on 
Monday that Dartford Grammar was allowed 


to give priority to Kent children after entry cri¬ 
teria was challenged by Bexley parents. 

“If that were to happen in west Kent, the 
pressure on grammars would be massively 
eased,” Mr Read said. 

Simon Everson, headmaster of the Skinners’ 
School, a boys’ grammar in Tunbridge Wells, 
said: “We are three miles from East Sussex 
and base entry on academic ability. If we had 
a catchment area it would be less about that 
and more about parents’ ability to buy a home 
in an area of inflated house prices.” 


Devastating loss of 


little baby Harvey 

Family want answers after meningitis tragedy 


A FAMILY is demanding to 
know how their two-week-old 


baby died from suspected menin¬ 
gitis, writes Chris Murphy. 

Little Harvey Davies was treated for colic 
by his GP in Swanley, say his family, but 
died days later when his condition deterio¬ 
rated rapidly. 

Harvey was bom five weeks premature. 
His mum Shelley Humm, 21, is still too 
upset to talk about the tot’s sudden death 
last Sunday, but her mother, Sharon 
Humm, 46, said they were devastated, as 
was Harvey’s dad, Dan Davies, 22. 

Mrs Humm said: “We felt neglected from 
the time of birth at Darent Valley Hospital 
in Dartford. Harvey was not feeding at all, 
yet on his record it said he had taken 40ml, 
which we say is a fabrication. 

“He never took 40ml. I wanted them to 
stay in hospital another day. We got Harvey 
home and had to teach him how to suckle. 

“He was very premature but we were left 
on our own. Days before Harvey died I saw 
him and didn’t like the sickly yellow he had 
gone. He was also having trouble breathing. 


“In the afternoon he didn’t brighten up 
and I said to Shelley he should go the doc¬ 
tor. The doctor said to bring him back in 
three days if he wasn’t better. 

“The next morning, I rang to ask how he 
was and Shelley said ‘no better’. We thought 
it best to take him to hospital. But 10 min¬ 
utes later Dan phoned to say Harvey had 
gone stiff with his eyes staring into space, 
so an ambulance was called. 

“On Sunday morning he was dead. So 
from Thursday, when he was healthy, it all 
ended so quickly and we feel something 
should have been spotted earlier.” 

The ambulance took him back to Darent 
Valley Hospital after the seizure and he 
was later moved to the intensive care baby 
unit at St Thomas’ Hospital, London. 

Mrs Humm said they were told it was 
possible he had contracted meningitis from 
the infected umbilical cord. 

She said: “They turned the machine off at 
11am and Harvey died at 11.15. He was 14 
days old.” 

Dr James Thallon, West Kent Primary 
Care Trust’s medical director, said: “We are 
extremely saddened to hear of the loss of a 
young child and our thoughts are with the

FROM the air with a sea of green 
fields stretching out below you, it 
is easy to see why this county is 
known as the Garden of England. 

Kent might have been given the affection¬ 
ate nickname through its rich history of 
growing fruit and hops. But flying over the 
landmarks of west Kent in a helicopter, in 
between our towns and villages the patch- 
work of fields and the trees turning golden 
for autumn are striking. 

It was encouraging to see how much open 
space has been preserved and this makes the 
occasional rows of polytunnels now used to 


lengthen the growing season stand out as 
alien to the landscape. 

We took to the air in a twin-engine helicopter 
run by charter company AV8, based at Roch¬ 
ester Airport, for our bird’s eye exploration. 

After taking off in Rochester, we followed 
the M20 to Borough Green, then the A25 to 
Sevenoaks, where Knole House, the former 
country residence of Henry VII and now 
maintained by the National Trust, was stun¬ 
ning to see. 

We continued on over Brasted and 
Westerham, before veering left to Bough 
Beech reservoir near Ide Hill and on to 
Hever Castle, the former family home of ill- 


fated Anne Boleyn. Our tour also took in 
Penshurst Place, Tunbridge Wells, Goud- 
hurst, and Leeds Castle near Maidstone. 

Spending an hour over the picturesque 
countryside is a truly memorable experience 
- providing as it does an entirely different 
view of the places we know so well. Despite 
travelling at 120mph at 1,500ft, it felt like we 
were hardly moving as we took in the his¬ 
toric landmarks, villages and towns. 

It was incredible to see cars moving along 
at what seemed like a crawl and to be able to 
pick out the details of homes and businesses. 
By the time we arrived back, we had experi¬ 
enced our county like never before.

Gatwick airport sale won’t 
end threat of Boris Island 


ANTI-airport campaigners have 
warned the sale of Gatwick does 
not make Kent any safer from the 
threat of Boris Island, writes 
Steve Knight. 

This week BAA announced that Global 
Infrastructure Partners (GIP) had agreed to 
buy Gatwick for £1.5 billion, sparking 
rumours the new owners will seek to increase 
business by opening a second runway 

Such a move would reduce the need for a 
third runway at Heathrow, which Mayor of 
London Boris Johnson opposes. He is instead 
pushing for a £40bn floating airport off 
Sheppey, which would be bankrolled by for¬ 
eign investors and connected to the High 
Speed One rail service. 

Medway Council leader Cllr Rodney 
Chambers told Kent on Sunday it was too

early to say if the sale of 
Gatwick would have any 
effect on Mr Johnson’s 
plans. 

He said: “Until the Mayor 
announces he intends to 
shelve his Thames Estuary 
airport, it is difficult to call 
this good news. We intend 
to campaign vigorously to 
stop his plan.” 

Earlier this week Mr Johnson published an 
in-depth feasibility study which found there 
were no “logistical constraints” against the six¬ 
runway proposal. 

However, campaigners say such an airport 
would damage the environment and cover 
parts of the county with concrete. 

To coincide with the release of the study, 
Medway Council has teamed up with Kent 
County Council and the RSPB to launch an 


online petition against the airport plans. 

Kent on Sunday’s sister papers Yourmedway 
and Yourswale have also joined the fight 
against Boris Island. 

Despite Mr Johnson’s insistence that such 
an airport plan is feasible, campaigners in 
Kent have a powerful ally in Transport 
Secretary Lord Adonis. Last week he 
described the proposal as “not in any way cred¬ 
ible”. He added: “The idea that you could have 
permission to start advancing this as a serious 
proposal next year is clearly for the birds.” 

Meanwhile, KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter 
has called for the Government to expand the 
use of existing airports such as Kent 
International at Manston. 

Cllr Carter said: “We should be making bet¬ 
ter use of the assets available to us rather 
than building new runways.”

Taxpayers get £6m 
Turner art gallery 
refund, but are we 
still out of pocket?

KENT County Council has won 
back £6 million spent on the ill- 
fated first attempt to build a mas¬ 
sive art gallery at a seaside resort 
- but County Hall refuses to say 
if that covers the full cost to tax¬ 
payers. 

In the build-up to Turner Contemporary, 
costs spiralled out of control and when told 
the gallery in the sea would cost a stagger¬ 
ing £50m, KCC pulled the plug. 

The authority also decided to ditch Nor¬ 
wegian architect Sn0hetta rather than ask 
the firm to design a cheaper option. 

KCC had already spent millions on the 
project - but County Hall would not confirm 
or deny if the out-of-court settlement covered 
all taxpayers’ money spent, including an esti¬ 
mated £600,000 in legal fees - because of 
confidentially clauses in its settlement. 

All the parties involved in the first Turner 
released a blanket statement. 

It said: “Kent County Council, Sn0hetta AS, 
Davis Langdon LLP and Ramboll UK

Limited have been involved in a dispute and 
court proceedings in connection with the 
architectural design, engineering advice, cost 
advice, project management and intended 
construction of Turner Contemporary gallery 
at Margate. 

“That project was abandoned in February, 
2006. The parties are pleased to say they have 
reached a settlement of the dispute without 
any admissions as to liability and the court 
proceedings have been brought to an end by 
way of a payment to Kent County Council of 
£6m inclusive of interest and costs.” 

The legal battle started in May last year 
and has finally been resolved after the origi¬ 
nal Turner was first commissioned in 2001. 

The aborted scheme has since been replaced 
with a design by award-winning architect 
David Chippeifield, and work is progressing 
on the prestigious galleiy, now on diy land. 

Chipperfield’s £17.5m gallery started on 
site last November and is due for completion 


in 2011. Work is apparently going well on 
site and it is possible to walk through the 
building and get an idea of the sequence of 
rooms and character of the space. 

The walls from ground to first floor are 
almost complete, and the installation of the 
steel roof is the next major phase to be started. 

A source at KCC said: “We are unable to 
comment any further on the first design 
legal case as agreed between both parties. 

“The settlement of the dispute is a com¬ 
mercial agreement that has to remain pri¬ 
vate between the parties and contains legal¬ 
ly enforceable confidentiality clauses which 
we have to respect and strictly adhere to.” 

They said to comment further “would com¬ 
promise KCC’s position”. 

Thanet Council Labour group leader Cllr 
Clive Hart said: “I am surprised KCC won’t 
tell you how much they’ve spent because you 
would need to know as a percentage how 
much they have recovered. 

“It leaves in everyone’s mind Row much 
has this cost the ratepayer?’.” 

And Thanet South Labour MP Steve 
Ladyman added: “A cost-benefit analysis based 
on the latest figures would be good practice.”

Closure’s on the bill 


KENT could become the only 
authority outside London able to 
shut off entire streets so they can be 
turned into film sets. 

The county council is hoping to 
push a bill through Parliament that 
will lead to a host of stars coming 
to Kent. 

KCC wants the Government to 
pass a law allowing County Hall to 
temporarily close roads for filming. 

The authority has unanimously 
approved promotion of the bill, 


which will be handed to Parliament 
next month. 

The Kent Film Office, run by 
KCC, has already generated £13 
million for the county’s economy, 
attracting projects including the 
BBC drama Emma and Is Anybody 
There? starring Michael Caine. 

The new law would attract more 
film-makers to Kent, as it will 
streamline the permissions 
required for filming. 

The Film Office said it will work 


closely with residents and business¬ 
es to ease any inconvenience. 

Kevin Lynes, KCC cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration and economic 
development said: “We need to do 
everything we can to nurture this 
industry. The canvas of Kent lends 
itself to everything from period 
pieces to gritty dramas and we 
want to see even more of our land¬ 
scape on the big screen.” 

If the bill is passed, it is expected 
to become law in spring, 2011.

Our century 


A CENTURY of cinema is being 
celebrated in Kent. 

The event is being run as part of the 
Canterbury Festival and comprises one 
man’s movie memorabilia collection that has 
taken decades to build up. 

The University of Kent is staging the exhi¬ 
bition celebrating a century of cinema-going 
in Britain, called Continuous Performance: 
Going to the Cinema a Hundred Years Ago. 

And it features a vast range of original 
material, including photographs, fan maga¬ 
zines, books, postcards, posters, and some 
early film cameras and projectors. 


It covers a golden era of invention and 
advancing technologies from 1891 to 1920, so 
items can be compared to what is available 
100 years later. 

The exhibition will focus on the construc¬ 
tion of the first purpose-built cinemas and 
the growth of a national cinema audience 
from 1909. 

Such was the popularity and attraction in 
the early days, going to the cinema played a 
far greater role in public life than today, 
being comparable to how we watch televi¬ 
sion, say the organisers. 

The size of early film audiences was 
impressive. By 1910 it was said that local

On his bike for gruelling documentary 


A FILM-maker is due to set off on a major 
cycle ride across North America before taking 
on the southern hemisphere. 

Next February, Leon McCarron, 22, will 
leave New York City and cycle the width of 
North America. 

Then it’s on to doing the length of New 
Zealand and the coast of Australia. 

His trusty camera will be with him at all 
times and at the end of the gruelling journey 
he will return to his editing room to produce 
a documentary of the trip. 

He said he’ll spend time with the people on 
his route and encourage them to take part in 


interviews discussing topics they are passion¬ 
ate about. Leon said he’ll also be filming his 
own journey on the bike as he faces tempera¬ 
tures as low as -20 degrees Celsius, and days 
on end in inhospitable locations detached 
from any habitation. 

Leon studied film at the University of Kent 
in Canterbury, and has since been working at 
the city’s Gulbenkian cinema while making 
films in his spare time. 

He said: “Cycling is the transportation of 
the future - it’s a low cost, low maintenance 
green method that really allows you to inter¬ 
act with the environment around you. 


“I’m really looking forward to the adven¬ 
ture, and making the film should make it 
even more interesting as I’ll have to carry all 
my film equipment with me on the bike.” 

Leon will also be raising money for Unicef 
during the trip, and is funding the expedition 
with money earned since leaving university. 

He will be uploading footage of his journey 
on the way at www.leonmccarron.com. 

On the website there are also details of how 
to sponsor him and his contact details. 

He will also be updating his blog regularly 
to let everyone know when he plans on 
returning to Kent.

cinemas were often visited by the 
same people several times in a week. 

By 1917 British cinemas were sell¬ 
ing 21 million tickets a week - more 
than two visits per household per 
week across the whole country. 

It seems people just couldn’t get 
enough, and that was the spark for 
the creation of the multi-million dol¬ 
lar epics we see today. 

Cinema attendance was seven 


times larger than it is today, and the 
cinema was the main entertainment 
of the British public. 

Children were especially keen cin- 
emagoers, and in 1917 some 50 per 
cent of Manchester schoolchildren 
visited the cinema at least once a 
week, with 90 per cent of teachers 
regularly at the moving pictures. 

As the exhibition demonstrates, 
the new cinemas were also popular 


with courting couples, who took 
advantage of their darkness and pri¬ 
vacy. In Liverpool going to the pic¬ 
tures was known as buying ‘four pen¬ 
n’orth o’ dark’. Continuous Perfor¬ 
mance features many jokes and 
drawings imagining what went on in 
the darkened auditorium. 

As the raunchy 1919 hit song 
advised young men, Take Your Girlie 
to the Movies (If You Can’t Make 
Love at Home). 

The exhibits belong to film histori¬ 
an Dr Nicholas Hiley, who also runs 
the British Cartoon Archive, and has 
gradually built up his collections 
over several decades. 

He said: “Film is being replaced by 
digital, so eventually we won’t be able 
to use these old crank cameras. 

“I still use them loaded with 35mm 
film, which is used in modem cam¬ 
eras. But as digital becomes more 
widespread, there will come a day 
when the cost of film will be prohibi¬ 
tively expensive and it will simply 
vanish. In the meantime we need to 
preserve these pieces of history so we 
can understand where modem films 
and technologies came from.”

The way to France 
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Passing of a 
‘Secret Army’ 
WWII hero 

LIEUTENANT Colonel Norman Field has 
died at the age of 92. 

The colonel played a notable part in train¬ 
ing and leading the Kent-based Auxiliary 
Units - ‘Churchill’s Secret Army’ - in the 
first phase of World War Two. 

He also escaped the Dunkirk beaches and 
managed to reach the safety of the Isle of 
Sheppey, despite constant air attacks by 
Nazi Stuka dive-bombers. 

Lt Col Field had been wounded during 
the evacuation from Dunkirk and, frustrat¬ 
ed by his inactivity while on sick leave, he 
applied for special duties. This led to him 
taking command of the guerrilla-type 
troops of the Auxiliary Units in Kent. 

After service in Italy his specialised 
knowledge of the capabilities of airborne 
troops led to a secondment to HQ First 
Allied Airborne Army in 1944. 

He was awarded the American Bronze 
Star for his contribution to the planning for 
the invasion of Holland. 

Appointed OBE and promoted to lieu¬ 
tenant colonel in 1945, he was attached to 
the staff of Lt Gen Matthew Ridgway for 
the Rhine crossing by the Allies. He was 
present at the liberation of Copenhagen 
and was on the point of flying to Burma 
when he suffered a serious stroke. He 
retired from the Army in 1948. 

After settling just outside Ashford, Lt Col 
Field built up a mushroom farm over 14 
years which supplied Covent Garden and 
many of the best restaurants. 

Norman Field died last month in Canter¬ 
bury’s Chaucer Hospital after a short illness. 


Lower your glass to take 
part in the drink debate

DRINKERS will be asked to open 
up about their daily intake as the 
NHS attempts to cut a rise in alco¬ 
hol-related hospital admissions. 

Last year in Kent there were 1,297 admis¬ 
sions per 100,000 of the population, compared 
to 1,088 two years earlier and 906 two years 
before that. 

As part of its plan to reverse the trend and 
reduce the number of people contracting 
drink-related diseases, the NHS has launched 
the Big Drink Debate to ask residents of all 
ages and backgrounds for their views on alco¬ 
hol consumption. 

Only two such events will take place in the 
South East this autumn, one of which will be 
at Maidstone’s Hazlitt Theatre, to allow people 
from across Kent to help shape future health 
priorities in the region. 

Linda Prickett, public health specialist for 
NHS West Kent, told KOS Media it was impor¬ 
tant to find out why some people drink as 
much as they do. 

She said: “Here in Kent we are seeing a slow- 
ing-off in the rate of hospital admissions so our 
work in that area is having an effect, but it 
needs to be better. The scary thing about alco¬ 
hol abuse is that many people think that if 
they’re not falling down drunk, it’s not doing 
them any harm.

“But really anyone who drinks more than 
four or five units a day is doing themselves 
serious long-term harm, and they won’t see it 
coming. Drinking too much alcohol damages 
your liver, your heart and your brain and 
increases your chances of getting cancer. 

“One in 24 people in the country are current¬ 
ly drinking at too high a level, and that’s a lot 
of people who will be in serious trouble unless 
we do something about it.” 

This week was the first national Alcohol 
Awareness Week, which was marked in Kent 
by the Kent Drug and Alcohol Team - a part¬ 
nership of organisations including Kent 
County Council, the NHS, Kent Police, Kent 


Probation and the National Treatment Agency. 

Throughout the week, the Urban Blue activ¬ 
ity bus visited Sheemess, Dartford, Dover, 
Ramsgate, Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells, 
stopping to offer shoppers non-alcoholic ‘mock- 
tails’ and beer goggles to simulate drunken¬ 
ness. Some were also given the chance to take 
car simulator tests which show what happens 
when people drink and drive after just a small 
amount of alcohol. 

Mrs Prickett said: “We are trying to make 
people aware because we are drinking our¬ 
selves ill, and it’s a national problem. 

“We want to talk to people about their atti¬ 
tudes are to alcohol, including how much they 
consume and what they think it’s doing to 
them. We are going in with a blank piece of 
paper and would like to know what people think 
is the best way to address these problems.” 

The Big Drink Debate is open to people of all 
ages, and Mrs Prickett was quick to point out 
that young binge drinkers were not entirely to 
blame for the rise in hospital admissions. 

She said: “Actually the under-18s seem to be 
a bit smarter than their elders, and that’s a 
good thing. I think our healthy schools team 
is doing a really good job and helping to tackle 
these difficult issues in the classroom. 

“They’re not just preaching to the kids, 
they’re discussing things with them and that 
really helps.”

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Poppies for ‘Afghan generation’

WITH the ever-rising death toll of 
British servicemen in Afghanistan, 
this year’s poppy appeal for fallen 
fighters is ever more poignant. 

The appeal was launched on Thursday by 
the Royal British Legion with the slogan “For 
their sake, wear a poppy”. 

Since 2001, more than 220 members of the 
Armed Forces - including soldiers from Kent - 
have been killed in Afghanistan, and more 
than 300 troops have been wounded in 
Helmand Province alone. 

In decades past, we bought poppies to 
remember those who fell in two world wars 
and other smaller conflicts. 

But the tragedies suffered by the families of 
those men and women is now being shared in 
these new modem day battles. 

Along with the dead, many more have been 
hurt in Iraq, many with brutal injuries. 

During the launch ceremony, hosted by the 
chairman of Kent County Council John 
Davies, representatives from active serving 
units across the county, many of whom have 
served in Afghanistan and Iraq, were formally 
presented with the first poppies of the 2009 
Appeal by schoolchildren from St Paul’s 
and Benenden Primary Schools who indi¬ 
vidually handed each veteran a poppy. 

Those who have fallen in Kent in recent 
years include Fit Sgt Gary Andrews, 

48, from Tankerton, with 120 Squadron 
RAF; Sgt Dave Wilkinson, 33, from Ashford, 
with 19 Regiment Royal Artillery; Maj 
Alexis Roberts, 32, with 1st Battalion The 
Royal Gurkha Rifles; L/Cpl Jake Alderton,

The stricken seven-metre water-jet 
angling boat, together with its single occu¬ 
pant, was then towed to Dover Marina.

Since 2003, the Legion has financially assist¬ 
ed 10,000 Middle East veterans, and helped 
win £7.5m additional compensation paid to 
the most seriously injured heroes.

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Fat abuse is a hate crime, says victim 


A WOMAN who was attacked on a 
train for being fat has called for 
the law to be changed to recognise 
size abuse as a hate crime, writes 
Jon Coates. 

Marsha Coupe, 53, had been on her way 
home to Westerham after visiting her hus¬ 
band in a London hospital, where he was 
being treated for cancer, when she was set 
upon by a woman, in her 30s or 40s, who 
smelled of alcohol. 

She has now joined a fat civil rights move¬ 
ment, which was featured on BBC TV’s Inside 
Out programme this week, and wants the law 
changed so size and weight abuse is prosecut¬ 
ed in the same way as racist or religious 
abuse. 

The 22-stone businesswoman is originally 
from California in the USA and met her hus¬ 
band, Dr Richard Atkins, 56, an organic 
chemist from Kent, in New York when she 


was setting up a plus-size marketing compa¬ 
ny. They married at Niagara Falls in 2003, 
before moving to the UK to set up home in 
Westerham in May, 2005. Last year, Dr 
Atkins was diagnosed with a rare form of jaw 
cancer and was having chemotherapy at 
University College Hospital in London. 

He was recovering at home when he had a 
bad reaction and was rushed to hospital by 
ambulance. 

Mrs Coupe, who has a grown-up daughter 
in California, boarded a train at Charing 
Cross at 8pm to Hayes, near Bromley, where 
she had left her car to drive home. 

She said: “I had a carriage almost to myself 
and settled down to read a newspaper. The 
train left the station and then I heard a loud 
voice saying, You fat pig\ As I looked up a pair 
of trainers came crashing down on my lap. 

“She was screaming, ‘Hey, fatty! Look at 
you. You shouldn’t be on this train, you need 
two seats.’ I couldn’t believe it was a woman. 
I tried to defend myself, but it was difficult 


being trapped in a small compartment and 
then she clocked me with full force in the eye. 

“I wear contact lenses so was worried about 
it shattering in my eye. Fortunately another 
passenger, a man farther down the train, saw 
what was going on and came to my aid. 

“I called 999 and she ran away and got off 
the train at Lewisham.” 

She was so bruised and battered that she 
took a cab home from Hayes instead of driv¬ 
ing. The offender was never caught. She now 
wants more to be done to stop size abuse. 

“If you scream at people about the colour of 
their skin or religion, that is a hate crime. 
And if they are assaulted, that is a hate 
crime,” she said. 

“But if they take offence at your body and 
attack you, it isn’t. Hate crime against people 
due to size or weight has to be punished.”

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Marine film warns 
of fishing disaster

A CRITICALLY-acclaimed docu¬ 
mentary about the devastating 
effect commercial fishing has on our 
oceans has made its way to Kent. 

Based on the book of the same name, The 
End of the Line highlights how the popularity 
of seafood could lead to the extinction of cer¬ 
tain species, as well as mass starvation 
throughout the world. 

The film will be screened at Broadstairs’ 
Palace Cinema on Tuesday, and author-tumed- 
presenter Charles Clover told 
KOS Media he hoped it would 
have as big an impact in Kent 
as it has elsewhere in the UK. 

He said: “I’m hugely taken 
with the fact most people seem 
to get out of it what drove me 
to examine the issue in the 
first place. They feel angry that we have mis¬ 
handled the sea as much as we have, and they 
want to do something about it. It says to me 
that Rupert (director Rupert Murray) has 
done a very good job in translating my book. 

“We think individuals have a more impor¬ 
tant role to play than previously thought, 
because it’s up to us to ask in restaurants 
where the fish we are eating has come from. If 
we do then the restaurants will be more likely 
to get it from sustainable sources. 

“People are told whether or not they are eat¬ 
ing free-range eggs, but they rarely receive the 
same level of information about fish.” 

Among the topics covered is the imminent 
extinction of blue fin tuna - brought on by 
increasing western demand for sushi - and 
how declines in marine life are resulting in a 
huge overpopulation of jellyfish. 

Mr Clover also confronts politicians and 


celebrity restaurateurs, who he says exhibit 
little regard for the damage they are doing. 

He said: “For many years I was the Tele¬ 
graph’s environmental correspondent, and it 
appeared to me that the issue of the damage 
caused to the oceans was one the experts knew 
about but people weren’t being told about. 

“I was a fly-fisherman for salmon, trout and 
bass so I had an interest in the sea and what 
happens to the fish when they go off into it, but 
over the years I became a lot more concerned 
about how low the numbers were dropping.” 

Narrated by former Cheers star Ted Danson, 
the film was officially selected for the 2009 
Sundance Film Festival and has won praise 
from such groups as Greenpeace, the WWF 
and the Marine Conservation Society. 


The documentary warns that unless things 
change, there may be no fish at all come 2050. 

Mr Clover said: “I’m surprised nobody has 
brought the issue up before because it’s obvi¬ 
ously very important. 

“TRe general public can often get things into 
their heads that aren’t necessarily true, and 
one thing is that pollution is the most impor¬ 
tant thing affecting global fish stocks. 

‘While that is a big problem, the biggest at 
the moment is over-fishing. It looks like people 
are just starting to take it more seriously now, 
which is certainly a good thing.”

Anglers’ relief 
as restrictions 
watered down 

RECREATIONAL sea-anglers have been 
thrown a lifeline over controversial plans to 
limit the amount of fish they can catch. 

Under Article 47 of the proposed Common 
Fisheries Policy, people who catch fish for 
fun would have been forced to abide by the 
same strict quotas as commercial fisher¬ 
men on the Continent, who use large nets to 
bring in their haul. 

The move could have spelled disaster for 
the county’s boat charter companies, tackle 
shops and other related businesses, but this 
week the plans were watered down by EU 
ministers in Brussels. 

Ordinary fishermen with a rod and line 
are now being told the plans will not affect 
them as much as previously feared, and 
that sea anglers will only have to report a 
catch of a species that is covered by an EU 
stock recovery programme, such as cod. 

South East Tory MEP Richard Ashworth, 
who lives in Folkestone, put the U-tum 
down to a Conservative campaign in the 
European Parliament. 

He said: ‘We welcome the commitment to 
review this decision and I hope British 
authorities will not adopt the usual 
overzealous manner of enforcement they 
are notorious for.” 

Angling Trust chief executive Mark Lloyd 
said: “While thousands of tonnes of dead 
fish are dumped overboard, the seabed is 
ploughed up by beam trawlers and fish 
stocks dwindle, the Commission wants to 
study the impact of anglers fishing with rod 
and line.”

New e-fit system 
putting criminals 
in the mind’s eye 

THE e-fit picture of a wanted criminal has 
come a long way since the days TV’s Shaw 
Taylor and Police 5 - and now the technology 
is more accurate than ever thanks to the work 
of a researcher at the University of Kent. 

Dr Christopher Solomon was examining ways 
to get better pictures of the planets, but “then I 
had a massive eureka moment and I realised 
the technology I was working on could be adapt¬ 
ed to making very accurate e-fit pictures”. 

Now the system is being used by 12 British 
police forces, including Kent, plus around half 
a dozen in Europe. 

Dr Solomon, a reader in forensic imaging, 
said he hopes to now sell the technology to 
police forces around the world, and was recent¬ 
ly in San Jose, California, giving a presenta¬ 
tion to academics there. 

He said: “It is surprising, but people are not 
able to give very accurate descriptions of peo¬ 
ple they know very well. 

“So you can imagine how awful the pictures 
are reproduced of people you may have seen 
fleetingly in traumatic circumstances in the 
middle of a crime being committed. 

“But we are able to remember faces well 
when they are presented in front of us. 

“Using that ability, this system takes the 
general information we would all remember 
such as gender, rough age, and so on, and then 
present the viewer with nine close matches. 

“The witness can then reject the ones that 
are way out. The computer produces nine close 
matches and again the worst are rejected. The 
image continues to evolve getting closer and 
closer to the real person. The result is some 
astonishingly close reproductions” 

He said his team is still tweaking the pro¬ 
gram to improve results further and to make 
it easier to use. 

Some forces have reported a doubling of good 
identifications using the system called EFIT-V.

WHEN William Willett died of 
influenza on March 4, 1915, he 
could not have known the impact 
his forward-thinking would have 
on the world. 

Had it not been for this 58-year-old 
builder’s tireless campaigning more than a 
century ago, nobody in the UK would have 
put their clocks back this weekend and our 
days would be all the shorter for it. 

A resident of Petts Wood in Bromley, Mr 
Willett died before his proposal of daylight 
saving time was introduced, and was there¬ 
fore unaware of how widespread its use 
would turn out to be. 

Jonathan Betts, senior specialist in horolo¬ 
gy [the science of measuring time] at 
London’s Royal Observatory, explained how 
the idea came about. 

He said: “One day in 1907, it suddenly 
occurred to William Willett that during the 
summer most people slept through the first 
two to four hours of daylight. 

“It just seemed a terrible waste to him. 

“He knew it would be a problem trying to 
get people up an hour earlier every day, so the 
alternative was to kid them into doing so - in 
other words by putting the clocks forward. 

“It was something he felt very strongly 
about and he canvassed national and inter¬ 
national support for it, but unfortunately he 
did not live to see his ideas put into place.” 

Churchill 

Bom in Famham, Surrey, in 1856, Willett 
- who is the great-great-grandfather of 
Coldplay frontman Chris Martin - was a 
builder by trade and gained a reputation for 
his high-quality housing. 

His idea for daylight saving came as he 
rode his horse through Petts Wood early one 
morning and noticed how many houses still 
had their blinds down despite the sunshine, 
and later in 1907, he bemoaned the fact in a 
pamphlet entitled The Waste of Daylight. 

Within a year Willett had gained support 
for his idea from several Parliamentarians, 
including a young Winston Churchill, but 
despite the obvious positives of such a pro¬ 
posal it was not followed up. 

However, the Germans were the first to 
implement daylight saving as a way of 
increasing productivity in the munitions 
trade, and the UK was quick to follow suit on 
May 17, 1916 - a little over a year after 
Willett had died. 

Mr Betts said that while daylight saving 
was not popular - nor necessary - in every 
country, it was likely to stay in the UK.

He said: “The system has been around for 
a long time now and there are no plans to 
abolish it. The question really is whether or 
not British Summer Time stays throughout 
the year. 

“There are some people who feel the clocks 
should be kept forward all the time, 
although that would definitely not go down

well in Scotland when it can get very dark in 
the morning when the children are walking 
to school.” 

Regardless of what happens in the future, 
William Willett’s contribution to history will 
certainly not be forgotten in Kent. 

He is commemorated in Petts Wood by a 
memorial sundial, which is set permanently 
to daylight saving time and Willett Way is 
named after him. 

The Daylight Inn in Petts Wood is also 
named in his honour, while his former home 
in Bromley is marked with a blue plaque.

Anti-social 
behaviour in 
the spotlight 


A THREE-week crackdown 
on crime and anti-social 
behaviour was launched by 
Kent Police this week, 
writes Jane Barlow. 

It will runs until November 8 and will give 
the message that illegal and nuisance behav¬ 
iour will not be tolerated, while at the same 
time reassuring people the police and many 
other organisations are working together to 
make their communities safer. 

During the three weeks Kent Police will be 
working with local councils, Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service, Neighbourhood Watch, Clean 
Kent, the Probation Service, the Kent and 
Medway Camera Safety Partnership, Kent 
County Council and the Medway Unitary 
Authority. 

The campaign will focus on three themes: 

• Crime and disorder - this will include 
action to reduce incidents of anti-social 
behaviour associated with Halloween and 
fireworks and protect the most vulnerable 
members of our communities 
• Anti-social use of vehicles - this will include 
specialist patrols targeting those motorists 
who put lives at risk, by speeding, using 
mobile phones while driving, not wearing 
seatbelts, or by driving uninsured, un¬ 
roadworthy, untaxed vehicles. Patrols will 
also target nuisance off-road motorcycling 
• Environmental anti-social behaviour - 
activities will aim to improve the environ¬ 
ment through the removal of graffiti, rub¬ 
bish and abandoned and untaxed vehicles 
and the identification of individuals or 
companies responsible for fly-tipping. 
Inspector Phil Hibben, who is co-ordinating 
police efforts across the county, said: “Anti¬ 
social behaviour and crime can have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on people’s quality of life and how 
safe they feel in their homes. 

“During these three weeks the police will be 
working closely with local councils and other 
agencies to tackle the issues that matter most 
to local people and bring offenders to justice. 

“The darker evenings and a seasonal rise in 
casualties on the roads will mean we will also 
be targeting drivers who pose the greatest risk 
to other road users. 

“Specialist officers will be identifying and 
prosecuting drivers who drive in an anti-social 
manner and will be removing un-roadworthy 
and uninsured vehicles.” 

Part of the campaign, called Operation Velo, 
will see police officers going out on their bikes 
rather than in patrol cars to speak with 
members of the public and in particular young

people. When Operation Velo ran at the end of 
August it resulted in 900 engagements with 
youngsters who were given road safety and 
other advice. 

The campaign will also include Operation 
Cubit, which is co-ordinated by KCC and 
removes untaxed and abandoned vehicles 
from the roads. The campaign also takes in 
Not In My Neighbourhood Week which runs 
nationally from November 2-6. 

During the three weeks, action is planned 
across the county includes: 

• In Maidstone PCSOs will be visiting 
shops selling fireworks to remind retailers 
about the law and asking shopkeepers not 
to sell eggs and flour to youngsters, which 
could be used for trick or treat. 

• Dover officers will be tackling inconsider¬ 
ate parking outside schools. 

• In Gravesend and Dartford meetings will 
be held with retailers, at which Trading 
Standards and Kent Police will give advice. 

• Ashford Kent Police officers will be going 
into secondary schools to speak about the 
dangers of playing with fireworks and 
about road safety. PCSOs will be recording 
number plates of drivers not wearing seat- 
belts or using mobile phones at the wheel. 

Officers from Ashford are expecting to be 
particularly busy on October 31 as the village 
of Pluckley is reportedly the country’s most 
haunted place and there could be an influx of 
visitors.

QUESTION: What do you think about the 
zero tolerance policy adopted in New York? 

Patricia Burton, Folkestone 

ANSWER: The concept of zero tolerance 
policing was made famous in the mid-90s 
by New York mayor Rudy Giuliani and 
works on the assumption that by quickly 
and firmly addressing minor problems 
within a locality, a strong message is 
sent out that more serious crime will not 
be tolerated. 

However, this approach has attracted 
criticism for removing officer discretion 
and unnecessarily criminalising large 
numbers of local people, and there is 
still much debate amongst criminologists 
as to its effectiveness at actually reducing 
levels of crime. 

Kent Police are committed to dealing 
with low-level crime and anti-social 
behaviour, and we target this through our 
local neighbourhood policing teams and 
the recently introduced neighbourhood 
task teams. 

I strongly believe we need to achieve 
this in partnership with local communities 
and that my officers need to retain the 
ability to exercise discretion and use 
their own common sense - something 
the public would quite rightly expect.

QUESTION: We are continually being told the 
crime rate is falling, but is that because the public 
feel reporting offences is pointless as the police 
appear disinterested? 

Patricia Burton, Folkestone 

ANSWER: Kent Police sets priorities to tackle 
anti-social behaviour and crime. We achieve 
this by ensuring our emergency response 
patrols react to calls for assistance that need 
immediate attendance. 

Kent Police’s Initial Crime Investigation Unit 
deals with all reports of crime that do not 
require the immediate attendance of a patrol. 

The unit consists of 60 investigators providing a 
round-the-clock service. The staff have 
specialised training to enable them to provide a 
quality investigation at the first point of contact 
with the caller, ensuring each caller receives the 
best possible service. 

At local level we have seen a marked increase 
in the number of crimes attended by police.

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Patients told to 
wait on GP’s call 
for swine flu jab 


DOCTORS are telling patients 
worried about swine flu “don’t call 
us, we’ll call you”. 

The first round of swine flu vaccinations 
started on Wednesday, with those in the 
health care frontline getting the first jabs. 

The three primary care trusts (PCTs) 
across Kent said their staff, and hospital 
patients identified as most at risk of the 
infection, are the priority at this stage. 

And over the coming week general practi¬ 
tioners will see deliveries start arriving for 
their patients most in need. 

This will include pregnant women, and 
patients will be contacted by practices and 
invited in for vaccination. 

Only people who are registered with a GP 
and identified as in the 'at risk’ group will be 
offered immunisation, so that protection is 
given to those who most need it. 

But health chiefs say doctors are being inun¬ 
dated with phone calls and visits from worried 
patients asking if they need the jab now. 

A spokesman for all three PCTs in Kent 
said: “Our advice to everyone at this stage is 
don’t phone the doctor for the jab - they will 
be in touch with you. 

Logistics 

“Of course, if there is a genuine medical 
problem then by all means get in touch. But 
if people are thinking about the vaccines they 
should wait for their GP to contact them. 

“Currently, too much time is being taken 
up with calls from patients thinking they 
need to make appointments for the injection. 

“This is not the case - the doctors know 
from their patient list who needs the jabs.” 

Dr Caroline Jessel, a GP in Maidstone and 
deputy medical director for NHS West Kent, 
said: “The deliveries to GPs will begin next 
week, but the logistics of delivering across 
the country mean that it will take a few 
weeks for all GP practices to receive the vac¬ 
cine. Practices will not contact all patients 
immediately, as the vaccine will be offered to 
patients in order of clinical priority.” 

It’s predicted that with the start of colder 
weather the number of cases of swine flu 
could rise dramatically. 

NHS West Kent PCT’s director of health 
improvement, Jackie Spiby, believes many 
lives could be saved. She said: “Although west 
Kent has seen an increase in the past week, 
progress of the second wave of pandemic flu 
is proving to be slower than predicted. 

‘We may have got a lucky break with the

way the virus has behaved, giving us the 
opportunity to get the vaccinations underway.” 

And NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT’s 
deputy director of public health Andrew 
Scott-Clark added: “People should prepare 
themselves by stocking up on over-the-count¬ 
er remedies and by identifying a flu friend - 
someone who does not have swine flu - who 
can pick up their antivirals and any other 
supplies for them should they become ill.” 

Medway PCT’s director of public health, Dr 
Alison Barnett, said: We will be vaccinating 
priority frontline health workers and those 
in at-risk groups in this stage, as the vaccine 
is the best protection against swine flu. 

“But regardless of whether you are eligible 
for the vaccine, we cannot encourage every¬ 
one enough across Kent to practice good 
hygiene and stay warm this winter.” 

The best way people can continue to protect 
themselves is by following good hygiene - 
catch coughs or sneezes in a tissue and bin 
tissues as soon as possible. 

Simply remember: catch it, bin it, kill it. 

Anyone suspecting they have caught swine 
flu should get in touch with the National 
Pandemic Flu Service. 

But they should go to their GP if they have 
a serious underlying illness, are pregnant, 
have a sick child under 12 months, realise 
their condition is suddenly getting much worse 
or think their condition is still getting worse 
after seven days, or five in the case of a child. 

Antiviral 

The flu-like illness GP consultation rates 
by PCT in west Kent has increased to 46.3 
per 100,000 population, for the week ending 
October 11, from 34.9 per 100,000 population 
the previous week. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent has shown a 
small decrease this week with 21.1 per 
100,000 population by PCT area compared to 
28.3 per 100,000 the previous week. 

And Medway has remained the same this 
week as compared to the previous week with 
16 per 100,000 population 

As of October 14, 626 people have been 
admitted to hospital in connection with 
swine flu across the South East coast region. 

There are currently 143 antiviral collection 
points across Kent and Medway.

Quarantine rule is barking 


A VITAL fire service rescue dog 
has been taken off frontline 
duties after being forced to go 
into quarantine following a 
mercy mission to Indonesia. 

Meg, a springer spaniel, has 
to spend six months ‘behind 
bars’ to ensure she has not 
picked up any diseases. 

Along with firefighters from 
forces from all over the UK, 
including another dog from 
Essex, Meg’s job north of 
Padang was to track earth¬ 
quake survivors. 

Meg and the Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service (KFRS) officers 
assisted the work being done by 
the UK International Search 
and Rescue squad. 


Two MPs in Essex are angry 
that county’s dog has been 
locked away from duty, but 
KFRS said they are happy to 
obey the rules. 

One of the MPs, Bob Russell, 
has tabled a Commons motion 
calling for rescue dogs to be 
exempt from “antiquated” 
quarantine laws. Defra has also 
been asked to look again at the 
quarantine regulations. 

A KFRS spokesman said: “We 
know what the rules are - we 
don’t have any options. Essex 
has taken a different approach, 
but we are going along with the 
rules which are there for a rea¬ 
son. Those are the rules so 
that’s what we are adhering to.” 



SAVIOUR: Fire dog Meg 
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■ IN the run up to Bonfire 
Night, Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service is urging the 
public to stay safe and not let 
accidents ruin their fun. 

Last November there a dra¬ 
matic reduction in firework and 
bonfire related fires and injuries. 
Firework incidents were 


down from 27 in 2007, to four in 
2008, and bonfire incidents 
went from 44 in to 20. 

KFRS head of community 
safety, Stuart Skilton said: “This 
is a huge improvement and 
definitely a trend we want to 
see continue, but we are urging 
people not to be complacent. 


“People should bear in mind 
that a simple sparkler can burn 
up to a temperature of 2,000 
degrees centigrade, so they 
should never be given to children 
under the age of five. If you are 
having your own celebration use 
common sense to avoid injury 
or damage to your property.”

AWARD-winning writer Vitali 
Vitaliev has compared his former 
hometown of Folkestone to the 
once-flattened German city of 
Dresden. 

The 55-year-old Ukrainian spent a year in 
Kent earlier this decade and described the 
coastal resort as a “depressed and desperate” 
place, similar to how Dresden was after it 
sustained heavy bombing in World War Two. 

However, Vitaliev - who was forced to leave 
the Soviet Union in 1990 following months of 
persecution by the KGB - said both towns 
had now recovered and were fascinating 
places to visit. 

Speaking to KOS Media to promote his new 
book, Life as a Literary Device, A Memoir of 
Survival, Vitaliev revealed how the regenera¬ 
tion of Folkestone had similarities with his 
own life. 

He said: “It’s a wonderful story in itself. I 
ended up there in 2003, as a result of the 
most painful personal crisis I’ve ever had to 
go through, which was a separation with 
three little children involved. 

“I stayed in Folkestone and I was quite 
unhappy and lonely, and the town was 
depressed and desperate too. 

“In a funny way it helped me to recover very 
slowly and surely and by the time I left for 
Ireland a year later the town was also show¬ 
ing some signs of recovery. 

“I kept returning every year and it was like 
magic really. As I became stronger and more 
optimistic, Folkestone was the same. 

Enemies 

“The highlight for me was when I came 
with my kids to the Triennial [arts festival] 
last year, and it was just a totally different 
place. It was full of confidence and buzzing 
with life. It was an amazing town. 

“It’s a survival town and I even compare it 
to Dresden in the book, which is not so far¬ 
fetched. All towns have souls and crises of the 
soul are often the hardest ones to cope with. 

“Folkestone was going down the drain when 
I lived there, like so many other coastal towns 
in Kent and the rest of the British Isles.” 

Bom in Kharkov in 1954, Vitaliev made a 
name for himself writing satirical journalism 
and exposing the activities of organised 
crime and corruption in the collapsing Soviet 
Union. 

He moved to Australia after being forced 
out of the country in 1990, and eventually 
surfaced in the UK, where he has remained 
ever since. 

The author of 11 books, Vitaliev has also 
made a name for himself by appearing on tel¬ 
evision programmes such as Have I Got 
News For You, and Saturday Night Clive. 



He said of his defection from the USSR: “It 
was difficult and it was scary, but it gave me 
some adrenaline and I think it’s great that I 
had to leave. I should have done it earlier. 

“Looking back it was the best thing that has 
ever happened to me, but it’s a distant mem¬ 
ory now and the book is not really about 
that at all. It’s more about the internal 
enemies I have had to face, which are the 
hardest of all to deal with. 

“I’m very happy now though, and I think 
this book could only have been written by a 
happy person. You can only write about a cri¬ 


sis in your life when you are out of it.” 

At 3.30pm on Saturday, November 14, 
Vitaliev will be returning to Kent to give a 
talk about Life as a Literary Device at the 
Folkestone Book Festival, in the Quarterhouse. 

He said: “I always enjoy coming back which 
makes me pinch myself because I used to 
hate it here. I used to come back from London 
on the train and everything used to fall inside 
me whenever I was within about 10 miles of 
the place. But now I love it and I can look 
back on the town without any regret and 
without any pain.” 


TV star’s widow 
reignites name 
row with charity 

THE widow of TV personality Roy Castle is 
repeating her calls for a charity to drop her 
husband’s name in a bitter row that dates 
back to the turn of the century. 

Fiona Castle said in 
2000 she was angiy at 
the way the Roy 
Castle Lung Cancer 
Foundation was being 
run and wanted noth¬ 
ing more to do with it. 

The foundation was 
set up by the former 
Record Breakers host 
before he died from a 
rare form of lung can- STAR . R c , 
cer in 1994. 7 

Mrs Castle was patron of the Liverpool- 
based group, but resigned for what she said 
were “personal reasons”. 

The matter raised its head again in 2002, 
when she once again demanded it drop her 
husband’s name. 

Mrs Castle, who will be speaking in Kent 
this week, said: “They did some things I 
thought were not right. I dropped the 
demand because they threatened to sue me. 

“I don’t have the money to go through a 
big legal case. So I just left it.” 

There was also a falling out in July 
between the foundation and top golfer Colin 
Montgomerie who had set up the Elizabeth 
Montgomerie Appeal, in the name of his 
mother who died from cancer. 

But Mrs Castle wanted to carry on her 
work and is involved with Cancer Research 
UK. 

A spokesman for the foundation said a 
review next year will consider the issue of 
the organisation’s name. 

The spokesman added: “Regarding our 
collaboration with Colin Montgomerie, 
since Mr Montgomerie pulled out of our 
relationship last year we have sought 
advice from the Charity Commission and 
are currently following their failed appeals 
guidelines. This has included returning 
funds to donors.” 

Mrs Castle is giving a fund-raising talk 
about her life with her husband of 33 years 
and their four children, and the horror of 
watching her husband slowly die. 

Mrs Castle will also be raising awareness 
of the work done by the Greenwich and 
Bexley Cottage Hospice that is hosting the 
talk in Bexleyheath.

Salt of the earth 
keep us moving 

KENT’S fleet of salting lorries have been 
put on standby to begin gritting if icy con¬ 
ditions threaten the roads network. 

Kent Highway Services head of commu¬ 
nity operations Kim Hills said: ‘We are 
well-prepared to deal with winter weather 
conditions affecting our roads. 

“While severe weather is most likely to be 
experienced in December, January and 
February, as we all know, the weather can 
sometimes be unpredictable and ice and 
snow can occur both before and after the 
winter months. 

“This year Kent Highway Services will 
introduce a new salting system that sprays 
a saline solution on the crushed rock salt as 
it is fired out of the lorries. 

“This new, pre-wet salting system makes 
salting more effective at preventing icing of 
our roads - and uses less salt.” 

KHS has stockpiled around 20,000 
tonnes of salt at seven depots, and each 
lorry can hold up to seven tonnes of salt. 

KHS does not salt the motorways or 
trunk roads, which are looked after by the 
Highways Agency.

BOAT trips, bike rides and beach 
sculptures are all planned for the 
third annual Kent’s Coastal Week, 
which starts this weekend. 

More than 70 attractions are signed up for 
this year’s event, which is described as a cele¬ 
bration of the county’s coastline and is spon¬ 
sored by the Environment Agency and 
Natural England. 

Restaurants will offer special seafood menus 
throughout the course of the event, which runs 
until Sunday, November 1, while there will 
also be a wide range of exhibitions, activities 
and demonstrations at various locations 
throughout Kent. 

There will even be attractions for residents 
who live miles from the coast, such as 
Monday’s Celebrate Our Living Seas crafts 
and activity day at Sevenoaks visitor centre, 
between 11am and 3pm. 

The week is being co-ordinated by Explore 
Kent, which is part of Kent County Council. 

Coastal officer Chris Drake said: “It’s really 
to highlight what a great place the coast is 
throughout the year. There’s a lot of focus on 
the Garden of England and going to the coast 
in the summer, but it also has a lot to offer for 
walking, bird-watching and other activities. 

“The week is mainly aimed at Kent resi¬ 
dents at the moment, but as it continues to 
build over the years we hope it will attract 


more people from outside the county too.” 

Kent has a strong fishing tradition with a 
diverse range of seafood being landed regular¬ 
ly, including sole, bass and cod, and scallops, 
cockles and oysters. 

At its peak towards the end of the Victorian 
era Ramsgate was the third largest fishing 
port in England, with the entire North Sea 
fleet of 150 trawlers based there. 

Last year there were 85 licensed fishing ves¬ 
sels in the county, with 180 people directly 
employed in Ramsgate and at the other key 
ports of Whitstable and Folkestone. 

The theme of this year’s Coastal Week is 
‘fishing and eating for a healthy sea’, with the 


aim of promoting sustainable fishing. 

Mr Drake said: “This is a unique opportuni¬ 
ty for residents and visitors to find out why 
fishing, seafood and sea life are so important 
to us. We want people to enjoy a taste of our 
fish in a restaurant, as well as get out in a boat 
and appreciate the marine life thriving under¬ 
water around our shores. 

“There’s a wealth of great food produced 
along our coasts, but lots of it is sold on the 
Continent, so we are trying to make people 
aware of what is available to them in Kent and 
help the local economy at the same time.”

Chickens now enjoying 
free range of the marsh 


FOR years it has been renowned for its succulent 
lamb - but now Romney Marsh is emerging as a 
hotbed of something just as tasty... chicken. 

What's more, the freedom of the marsh is ensuring this new 
breed of animal is reared to the highest standards for today's 
ever-demanding customers. 

Doug Wanstall, one of the farmers who provides quality 
produce for www.foodforkent.co.uk, explained: "We have 
always had great beef, pork and lamb from Kentish farms but 
to date we have had to travel as far as Essex for our chicken. 

"Great news, now, however, is that we have got a new chick¬ 
en producer in Kent." 

Clive and Deborah Ovenden have started producing chick¬ 
ens and Aylesbury ducks to the highest quality. 

Slow matured and reared outside on a natural diet, these 
produce tasty and succulent table birds. Being raised in small 
batches, the birds range in sizes with the larger ones easily 
feeding up to six people. 

And they come at the perfect time too as public pressure on 
the way chickens are raised continues to hit the headlines. 

Mr Wanstall said Foodforkent.co.uk, is selling the new 
range: "I was horrified to see you can actually buy a chicken in 
the supermarkets for £3. 

"This, in my opinion is unsustainable. Intensive chicken 
farmers make at best a few pence, and I do mean a few pence 
per bird profit, and at worst a loss. 

"The supermarkets have driven down the cost and thus the 
need to produce more meat for less and less money continues. 
This causes a downward spiral in price and the relative wel¬ 
fare of the chickens. 

"There is only so far this can go before farmers stop produc¬ 
ing and then the infrastructure that supports the industry 
starts to break down and the supply of chicken slows and the

price goes back up. We have seen this exact scenario with 
pigs, where the entire UK pig industry - that has the highest 
standards in the world - has started to falter and fail due to 
lack of production. After years of making losses the farmers 
have had enough." 

Mr Wanstall, who himself farms free range chickens on his 
estate in Aldington, near Ashford, added: "Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall did a lot to help raise awareness of the plight of 
farmed chickens in the UK. 

"I think it is fair to say that most animal products in 
this country are produced to some of the highest welfare 
standards in the world. That said, you cannot beat that 
extra taste and reassurance of the highest welfare and 
standard of living that a free 
roaming animal or bird offers. 

"Intensive chickens are 
slaughtered at as little as 32 
days of age, which is not 
enough time to get any real 
flavour into the bird. 

"Combine the extra 


maturity with a varied diet and free range birds really are that 
much better. The example of free range against intensive 
chickens is proof, if it were needed, that cheaper is definitely 
not better."

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Patients warned 

over the perils of 
cut-price foreig n 
cosmetic surgery

A PLASTIC surgeon has warned 
patients about the risks of going 
abroad for cheap tummy tucks 
and boob jobs. 

It comes as a survey by the British 
Association of Aesthetic Plastic Surgeons 
(BAAPS) found that over the last 18 months, 
26 per cent of surgeons have noticed an 
increase in patients experiencing complica¬ 
tions following cosmetic surgery ‘holidays’. 

Brent Tanner, consultant plastic, recon¬ 
structive and aesthetic surgeon at Spire 
Tunbridge Wells Hospital, said: “There has 
been a wave of patients going to foreign 
countries. Quite a lot of these people are fine, 
but about 10 per cent need an adjustment or 
something. 

“With aesthetic surgery there are two 
things - what you look like afterwards, and 
whether you are ill because of it.” 

He said examples of problems included 
people who had facelifts, but were left with 
their eyelid pulled down because too much 
skin was taken; or the skin was pulled too 
tight by mistake, which can leave the skin’s 
surface raw. More extreme examples of 
botched plastic surgery include bleeding 
after the operation, he said. 

Mr Tanner said that even after the best 
surgery, liposuction may need “evening out” 
to make both sides the same. 

He said the problem was often that if 
people went abroad for cheaper operations, 
follow-up appointments and aftercare were 
not included in the price. 

“For people who smoke or who are dieting 
like mad, the surgeon should say stop smok¬ 
ing and put on weight, but if you are with one 
of those foreign surgeons they go ahead with 
the operation. There is no particular country 
that is worst, but Poland and Indonesia have 
started opening up shops recently.” 

BAAPS said it had carried out extensive 
research into cosmetic surgery ‘tourism’. 

Nigel Mercer, a consultant plastic surgeon 
and president of the association, said: “It is a 
serious concern that despite the economic 
downturn - or perhaps because of it - the 
public is swayed by the promise of cheap sur¬ 
gery without being given the appropriate 
information to make an informed decision. 

“I find it appalling that most of these com¬ 
panies do not even mention risks, nor do they 
appear to have in place any mechanism if 
complications do arise.”

Mr Tanner used to work as a consultant at 
the Queen Victoria Hospital NHS 
Foundation Hospital in East Grinstead, 
which specialises in reconstructive and 
plastic surgery for patients from across 
southern England. 

He said surgery to repair botched boob jobs 
and other invasive procedures that have 
gone wrong will only be provided on the NHS 
if there is a medical reason, and not purely 
for aesthetic reasons. 

Mr Tanner said serious complications were 
rare, but they did happen and he advised 
people to research prospective surgeons and 
hospitals carefully. 

“In light of the recession, people are tend¬ 
ing to shop around a lot more to get a better 
quality result,” he said. 

“While internet use is encouraged, particu¬ 
larly patient-led forums, certain websites are 
biased. The consultation process is vital and 
it is important for people to meet their sur¬ 
geon before they commit to surgery.” 

He said anyone having plastic surgery at 
home or abroad should find out what after¬ 
care and follow-up appointments would be 
provided in the price. 

BAAPS surveyed its 226 members across the 
UK for its cosmetic surgery tourism report. 

One surgeon reported more than 16 prob¬ 
lem cases over the last 18 months from 
patients having operations abroad. 

The association is based at the Royal 
College of Surgeons and is a not-for-profit 
organisation established for the advancement 
of education in and the practice of plastic sur¬ 
gery. It is not a regulatory body, but member 
are fully trained and on the Specialist 
Register held by the General Medical Council.

NEXT month residents will help shape NHS 
priorities by taking part in a discussion about 
alcohol. At least that’s the plan. 

The Big Drink Debate has been set up to 
help health professionals understand why 
people drink, how much they drink and what 
they think it will do to their bodies. 

It is hoped 200 people will attend the event 
at the Hazlitt Theatre, but how many of those 
will actually provide meaningful feedback?

We have but one choice 


The need for more grammar 

schools is inescapable, sav s 
North Thanet MP Roger Gale 


OUR young people have excelled 
in this year’s Kent Test. That is 
gratifying and rather calls into 
question some intemperate and 
ill-considered remarks made by 
one Government minister. 

Ed Balls is Gordon Brown’s 
left-hand man and resident 
school bully. He is also Secretary 
of State for Education. Mr Balls 
doesn’t like grammar schools. In 
particular, he doesn’t like Kent’s 
grammar schools. 

In a recent outburst he said so 
and blamed Kent’s selective sys¬ 
tem for the fact some of the coun¬ 
ty’s schools don’t tick all his 
boxes. Not surprisingly, county 
council leader Paul Carter took 
exception and wrote asking Mr 
Ball to justify his criticisms. 

I have yet to see a response, but 
I’m sure his department will be 
busy preparing the right form of 
words for him to sign. 

Hot on the heels of the minis¬ 
ter, we receive a volley from the 
head of Canterbury High School. 
The Kent Test (or 11-plus) is 
“close to the emotional abuse of 
children”, he says. I don’t know 
whether Phil Kamavas took the 
Kent Test or equivalent himself, 
but I did. Whisper it, but I went 
to a grammar school. Worse still, 
I went to a boarding grammar. 

I recall not caring for exams 
much, but I don’t recall being 
traumatised by the taking of that 
particular test. 

What I do remember is sharing 
playing fields and classrooms 
and associations and after-school 


societies and activities with 
young people from every back¬ 
ground, save for the rich, who 
were sent to public schools. 

Not being bookish, I bumped 
along close to the bottom of the A’ 
stream and engaged, each year 
successfully, in the struggle to 
avoid relegation. Even that didn’t 
traumatise me. I believe my 
school epitomised the greatest 
possible of social levellers. 

It offered mobility and opportu¬ 
nity that simply wasn’t available 
in the comprehensive system 
that replaced it in much of 
Britain. It didn’t create ‘successes 
and failures’, but allowed those of 
an academic bent to get on with 
the development of their particu¬ 
lar talents while others, equally 
talented and differently able, 
developed more practical and 
technical skills. 

My own experience is, of 
course, historic. However, in my 
26 years as an MP I have found 
myself confronted each spring 
with the school choice problem. 

Generally, this has arisen from 
a failure to obtain a place and 
one of three preferred schools. 

Occasionally it has been caused 
by a perception that the results of 


the Kent Test have not been fair. 
We have endeavoured to address 
both categories through the 
appeals system. The process is 
sometimes difficult, but I have 
seen nothing that justifies a sug¬ 
gestion of “emotional abuse” or 
that equates with the grief 
caused by the Government’s 
internal testing systems. 

Kent’s cabinet member for edu¬ 
cation, Cllr Sarah Hohler, has 
said “Kent’s 100 secondary 
schools, which include founda¬ 
tion, trust, faith, grammar, com¬ 
munity, high, wide ability and 
academies, offer something for 
everyone”. 

She has a challenge this year. 
Every pupil who passed the Kent 
Test has a right to a place at a 
grammar as close to their home 
as possible. It will not be good 
enough to transport children 
around the county because some 
areas are oversubscribed while 
others have vacancies. We have 
to expand the grammar schools - 
and we can. 

For too long Kent, as the sur¬ 
viving county with the widest 
selective system, was in thrall to 
senior officers who chose to toe 
the line rather than implement 



the policies of the county’s elected 
members. As a result, the impres¬ 
sion has been given that it isn’t 
possible for Kent to expand its 
grammar schools. That isn’t true. 

It is, in fact, Kent’s policy to 
“achieve an overall selection rate 
in the selective areas across the 
county of 25 per cent” has been 
used to stifle growth. 

Kent can change that policy 
and I believe that, in the prepa¬ 
ration for a much-needed change 
of government, it must do so to 
pave the way for the creation of 
new grammars in areas where 
there is a lack of provision. 

Unlike some who would choose 
to deny others the benefits of a 
system they have enjoyed, I want 
Kent’s children to have the 
widest available range of educa¬ 
tional choices. 

The Government claims aca¬ 
demic standards are rising. If 
that means more children are 
qualifying for grammar school, 
then we need more grammars.

MAZDA has answered critics 
of its brilliant, yet flawed, CX-7 
'sports crossover’ by relaunch¬ 
ing it with a 171bhp 2.2-litre 
turbodiesel on November 1. 

The original arrived just two years ago 
with the excellent 260bhp 2.0-litre tur¬ 
bocharged petrol engine from the high 
performance Mazda6 MPS, attracting a 
verdict of ‘great engine and handling - 
shame about silly fuel consumption’. 

The revised car still has some go, but 
we can expect far more sales power. 

Priced at £25,785 it does not look 
cheap, but this genuinely sporting SUV 
- in keeping with Mazda’s carefully cul¬ 
tivated Zoom-Zoom marketing - comes 
fully-loaded and threatens less elegant 
and more expensive German rivals. 

It should also now average nearly 
40mpg against less than 30mpg in its 
former petrol-only form, while C02 
emissions are 199g/km against 243 pre¬ 
viously. The drawback, of course, is that 
where the Mazda used to dart to 62mph 
in just eight seconds - impressive for a 
comparatively bulky SUV - it now needs 
more than 11. 

Mark Cameron, sales and marketing 
director at Kent-based Mazda UK, said: 
“The new CX-7 is more heavily orientat¬ 
ed towards a sports car in its styling and 
driving dynamics, while offering an 
SUV-style commanding driving position 
and a strong road presence that por¬ 
trays Mazda’s ‘dare to be different’ 
brand identity.” 

The new turbodiesel unit delivers 
maximum output from just 2,000rpm, 
but Mazda stresses that this is no sim¬ 
ple ‘engine swap’: the body shell has 
been stiffened by five per cent, an 


ability and great dynamics that out-perform 
the class.” 

There is just one model, now with more 
chrome, plus an impressive spec: 19-inch 
alloys, Xenon headlights, leather seats, climate 
control, cruise control, all-electric windows, 
electrically adjustable/heated front seats, Bose 
sound system with six-CD autochanger and 
nine speakers, sat nav, and Bluetooth for 
mobile phones and MP3 devices. 

Also new from the brand is an ultra eco¬ 
nomical Mazda3 model. The standard line¬ 
up already delivers 16 per cent better fuel 
economy across the range while C02 emis¬ 
sions are down by up to 19 per cent, but the 
new i-Stop option saves fuel and pollution at 
traffic lights or in congestion. 

It differs from existing engine start-stop 
systems on the market, by not relying on a 
starter motor to ‘reboot’ the engine, which 
can cause a lag between depressing the 
accelerator and the engine firing up again. 

Mazda claims to have eliminated lag by 
using the direct-injection of the 2.0-litre 
petrol unit to pump in and ignite fuel in a 
single cylinder to set the crankshaft in 
motion for a smoother and faster restart.

IN A bid to dispel the notion that city cars 
are ‘one-trick ponies’, only of use in towns, 
Suzuki put its Alto baby to a marathon 
test in the wilds of New Zealand. 

Two Altos - one manual, one automat¬ 
ic - drove 2,112 miles across both of the 
country’s main islands from the capital 
Auckland to NZ’s most southerly point 
and back. 

The aim was to highlight the economy 
of the one-litre three-cylinder Suzukis 
and gauge comfort levels over the six-day 
journey. 

The manual averaged 63.8mpg, while 


the auto returned 56.5mpg and one of the 
Kiwi journalist drivers, Allan Dick said 
afterwards: “We have just proved any prej¬ 
udices about small cars can be put aside. 

‘We did the Auckland to Wellington 
drive with the speedo needle sitting close 
to 100 km/h all the way and were never 
passed by anything that wasn’t going in 
the opposite direction.” 

Colleague Donn Anderson said: “We 
proved it was possible to get close to 
petrol/electric hybrid economy in a con¬ 
ventional car that carries a lower price 
tag than those more complex vehicles.” 


Can a ‘Bipper Tepee’ 
up your credit rating? 



SAYING ‘I’ve got a Bipper Tepee’ 
isn’t going to impress the girls - 
whether they know what you’re 
talking about or not. 

But there is a niche for Peugeot’s 
new van-based baby MPV, even 
though it competes with near 
identically-priced versions of the 
same car from Fiat (Qubo) and 
Citroen (Nemo Multispace). 

If there is any justice though, 
the Bipper should romp it with 
the most eccentric name - Tepee 
being Peugeot’s sub-branding for 
its budget people carrier line-up. 

And ‘budget’ is what it is all 
about with prices from £9,995, 
£35/year road tax and a poten¬ 
tial average of 60-plus mpg on 
the diesel version - a real reces¬ 
sion-buster. 

For a van with windows, it also 
has funky styling, notably from 
a front end resistant to low- 
speed crunches and an angular 
rear window arrangement. 


The rear seats fold forward to 
leave the huge ‘hi-cube’ load 
space inherited from the donor 
vehicle. We’ll be road testing the 
Bipper Tepee - and its street 
cred - shortly. 

Meanwhile, Peugeot has 


added a greener petrol option for 
the Bipper’s big brother, the 
Partner Tepee. The 120bhp 1.6 
VTi (from £12,795) arrives next 
month, offering cuts of 12.5 and 
15 per cent respectively in fuel 
consumption and C02 emissions. 


Infiniti needs the recession to end

new car luxury brand, but wheels were put in motion 
for Nissan’s Infiniti off-shoot long before the crisis. 

The first dealership opened this week in Reading, 
with a party hosted by celebrity chef and self-con¬ 
fessed petrolhead James Martin.

RARELY can such an important 
new car have been launched into 
such uncertainty as the latest 
Vauxhall Astra. 

Reputedly, the best ever in relation to 
competitiveness - look out for our forthcoming 
First Drive report - the sixth-generation Astra 
and its UK plant have become enmeshed in 
the financial woes of the once mighty General 
Motors of America. 

GM’s European arm, comprising Vauxhall 
and Germany’s Opel, are up for sale and there 
is still uncertainty about who will buy it and 
which plants will close in a cost-cutting exercise 
tipped to follow 

To add insult to injury, Vauxhall also decid¬ 
ed this year to drop out of the British Touring 
Car Championship (BTCC) after more than 
20 years. 

Its final outing culminated in a hardfought 
meeting at Kent’s own Brand Hatch circuit last 
weekend, when the Astra VXR team’s star 
driver Fabrizio Giovanardi was beaten back 
to third after being in with a chance of the 
overall title, but Vauxhall did take the manu- 
facturers’/constructors’ title and team trophy.

The now famous blade’ motif behind the 
Insignia’s front wheel arch, has been moved to 
the rear door for the new Astra, which makes 
virtually all other family hatch contenders look 
dull - especially its Ford Focus arch rival. 

This return to slippery style is also surely 
driven by the need to cut fuel consumption and 


emissions and if this is the design for the 
‘practical’ five-door, just imagine how the 
sporty three-door Astra version might look like, 
when it arrives later. 

Interior Astra shots show the same quality 
style and materials of the bigger Insignia, 
which has led sales in its own sector so far 
this year.

MitsubishiOutlander 


CURIOUS how two generations 
of Mitsubishi Outlander have 
fitted the same name in totally 
different ways. 

The original car (2004-07) probably 
invented the term ‘crossover’ by mixing off- 
roader and chunky estate, yet was doomed 
to be an ‘outlander’ with UK buyers as it 
was only ever sold here with a dipsomani¬ 
ac 2.0-litre petrol engine. 

However, its successor fits the Outlander 
name as Mitsubishi intended, suggesting 
suitability for life in the country... or on the 
frontier. 

For this is a star 4x4 crossover and one of the 
Japanese brand’s best models - I like its prac¬ 
tical and durable Colt supermini too - and it is 
also offered with two diesel options as well as 
another thirsty petrol option, which we’ll 
ignore after this. 

The ‘oil-burners’ are all the choice you need. 
The test car featured a 140bhp VW-derived

unit also used in Mitsi’s elegant seven-seat 
Grandis MPV and across the VW empire itself 
- we’re talking proven tech. 

Admittedly, it can be coarse under accelera¬ 
tion, but there is no doubting its heart and the 
light-shifting six-speed Tox brings quiet motor¬ 
way cruising. 

The alternative is a 154bhp 2.2-litre devel¬ 
oped by Peugeot-Citroen and Ford. I know 
this is a great engine for the Outlander too, 
having tried it in the Mitsi’s cloned sisters, 
the Citroen C-Crosser and Peugeot 4007. 

In order not to cut across each other’s j 
tracks though, all three derivatives are care- i 
fully priced so the 2.0-litre Mitsubishi is the I 
cheapest diesel option - from £19,999 and I 
now with more standard kit. If you must 1 
have the 2.2-litre unit then you pay 28 grand ] 
for the top-spec Mitsubishi version - the i 
Frenchies come cheaper. i 

Your choice might also come down to I 
styling; the Citroen is arguably more ele- 1 
gant, while the Peugeot’s open-mouthed 1 
front provokes strong debate. 

The Outlander charts a sensible middle 
course, being just rugged enough to underline 
the car’s rural lifestyle. 

Would-be Toyota RAV4 and Honda CR-V 
buyers should also check out this car and 
the ace up its sleeve - a no-cost option of two 
extra seats. 

I use the term ‘seats’ loosely, because padding 
is sparse and the posture too awkward for long 
journeys, but they are convenient for school 
runs and local ‘bus’ trips, the middle row of 


seats folding forward easily for quick access 
and exit. 

Rather than claiming the Outlander is an 
alternative to a ‘seven-up’ MPV though, view this 
as a bonus compared with the RAV and CR-V. 

While I could not test it, the Mitsi should out¬ 
class those in a gentle off-road exercise 


too, especially as it has various drive options. 

For best economy, the driver can lock the car 
in front-wheel drive though this leads to occa¬ 
sional scrabbling if you accelerate too enthusi¬ 
astically on damp or loose surfaces. 

So the likely default is ‘4WD auto’, the fixed 
format with most ‘soft-roaders’. This is essen-

‘4WD Lock’ does what it says, locking drive to 
all four wheels for muddy tracks and fields or 
snowfalls. 

Like most 4x4s though, the Outlander will 
rarely have to flex its muscles or even justify 
its name, so the fact that it is simply a classy 
drive is a big plus; body roll is well controlled 
for a high riding vehicle and the car grips and 
rides with great composure. 

It is also a handy MPV, with plenty of stowage 
and those tiny rear seats fold flat to the floor 
and, with the three genuine seats of the middle 
row folded forward, you have a serious cargo 
area easily loaded via a split tailgate.

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Nurturing those green shoots

FORMER business minister 
Baroness Vadera was pilloried in 
January after seeing “some green 
shoots” of recovery from recession. 

Less than a year later though, most econo¬ 
mists claim the UK really is in recovery. 

But Kent chairman of the Institute of 
Directors (IoD) Frazer Thompson cautioned 
that local evidence is 
patchy, even in compar¬ 
atively prosperous West 
Kent and Tunbridge 
Wells. “You only have to 
look at the gaps in 
Tunbridge Wells High 
Street to realise that 
even this traditionally 
prosperous area has felt 
the effects of the reces¬ 
sion. It’s never good to 
see businesses closing 
their doors and people 

out of work,” he said. 

But Mr Thompson, who is also chief execu¬ 
tive of Chapel Down Winery at Tenterden, 
added: “While we are certainly not out of the 
woods yet and I fear there are more redundan¬ 
cies to come, the mood in the business commu¬ 
nity has become cautiously optimistic. 

“For recovery to commence we need to see 
consumer confidence return and a real test of 
the mood will be how Christmas trading com¬ 
pares and whether people feel more comfort¬ 
able about spending money. I think there are 
many worse places to be than Kent in this 
recession and we will be one of the first coun¬ 
ties to feel the warmth of a recovery.” 

The signs are good in Ashford, which is 
regaining its pre-recession status as a boom 
town. Judith Armitt, MD of the Ashford’s 
Future agency overseeing £2.5 billion of 
investment and a doubling the town’s size by 
2031, said: “While Ashford is not immune from 
the effects of recession, the housing market 
has remained buoyant and development has 
continued, especially at Eureka business park. 

“Demand is fuelled by Ashford’s unrivalled 


location and this has been enhanced by high¬ 
speed trains to London. The economy is on the 
up and Ashford is ready to reap the benefits.” 

Relocation agency Locate in Kent, an 
alliance of public and private sector interests 
including Kent County Council, says the coun¬ 
ty’s property market has suffered 
much less than in the rest of the UK 
and the agency assisted 76 compa¬ 
nies to relocate or expand here over 
the past year, creating 2,891 jobs, 
the biggest annual figure since the 
agency started in 1997. 

Chief executive Paul Wookey said 
the county benefited from a diverse 
economy not reliant on sectors such 
as finance and business services 

“Further proof that the Kent econ¬ 
omy is returning to normal can be 
seen in the healthy pipeline of nearly 300 UK 
and international investors,” he said. 

Commercial bodies reported a more mixed 
message. Santander Corporate Banking says 
borrowing trends are good for Kent and the 
South East, with three in four businesses con¬ 
fident about the next six months and nearly 
three times as many (15 per cent) seeking 


funds for expansion rather than survival (five 
per cent). 

“And while it’s arguable whether we are see¬ 
ing any significant market recovery, it is strik¬ 
ing that so many more want to borrow to 
expand rather than just to survive,” said 
Santander regional director Gwyn 
Price. “The economic downturn has 
focused minds, and businesses have 
adjusted accordingly.” 

Tim Smith, commercial director of 
Bearsted-based web management 
company GForces, agreed: “Those 
businesses that have innovated, rein¬ 
vested in their people and processes, 
and really listened to their customers 
have done well during the recession. 

“These same businesses continue 
to perform strongly, regardless of 
whether or not there are any green shoots.” 

GForces more than doubled it staff to 70 and 
boosted turnover 50 per cent in the last year. 

Pubs and restaurants - always a barometer 
of consumer spending and the economy - also 
enjoyed a marked upturn of 1.7 per cent in 
September, and Kent brewer Shepherd 
Neame has just filed a positive annual report.

Chairman Miles Templeman said: “Although 
the general short-term economic outlook is 
uncertain, we have made an encouraging start 
to the new [financial] year with strong beer 
volumes and like-for-like sales growth.” 

Data experts at Equifax report a near 17 per 
cent drop in business failures across Kent and 
South East over the past quarter against a 
13.5 per cent fall nationally. 

But spokesman Neil Munroe added: “It is 
crucial that these early signs of recovery are 
not overstated. 

“The worst thing that could happen now is 
that organisations take their eye off the ball in 
terms of risk management.” 

And the Chartered Management Institute 
(CMI) says 75 per cent of Kent and South East 
managers believe it will be at least another 
year before business sees an upturn. 

CMI adviser Lord John Eatwell said: 
“Employee engagement is also suffering with 
most people losing colleagues, facing increas¬ 
ing workloads and seeing their efforts go unre¬ 
warded because of pay freezes. Firms will need 
to look to other ways to get morale levels up if 
managers are to meet the challenge of rebuild¬ 
ing a competitive economy.”

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Postal strikes to 
stretch loyalty 

LOCAL businesses see their relationship with 
the Royal Mail being stretched to breaking 
point by possible postal strikes. 

Kent and Medway’s Federation of Small 
Businesses has figures showing 70 per cent of 
FSB members rely on the postal service for 
more than half their business post - mostly in 
the form of cheques, invoices and letters. 

Ths same percentage said the postal work¬ 
ers’ industrial action would cost their compa¬ 
nies money, 40 per cent expected to lose trade 
and the same amount also feared losing their 
reputation due to disrupted customer service 
caused by the strikes. 

As a result, half of those surveyed said they 
were considering leaving the Royal Mail and 
looking at alternatives, though a similar num¬ 
ber say rival carriers are too expensive and a 
third said these did not meet their needs. 

Which might explain why the FSB survey 
concluded with the conciliatory finding: 66 per 
cent of small businesses would favour paying 
slightly more for stamps and other items tem¬ 
porarily, to fund improvements in Royal Mail. 

During any disruption firms are expected to 
turn to online banking to avoid late payment 
surcharges caused by cheques caught in the 
postal strikes. 

Security 

But software security expert Symantec 
urges caution, advising: 

• Never do online banking on a public or 
shared computer or on a wireless network 
lacking security such as a firewall. 

• Type the web address of your bank into the 
browser - never click a link from an email. 

• Begin any online payment session by mak¬ 
ing sure your security software is on and 
updated. Use only known and reputable sites. 

• Check that any page where you enter data 
such as your address or credit card number 
uses encryption - the web address will start 
with ‘https’ - and look also for the padlock icon 
at the bottom of the browser frame. 

• Check credit card statements regularly for 
unexpected transactions. 

• When paying bills, always type the address 
into the browser rather than following links. 
Criminals now ‘poison’ search engine results 
and lead the unsuspecting to fake sites. 

You can avoid clicking through to potentially 
unscrupulous websites by using an online 
security product with web safety warnings.

PLANS for a futuristic fast public transport service for 
Ashford go on show next week, writes Andy Rogers. 


The expanding market town could 
have the SmartLink bus service by 
2012, promising fast, reliable jour¬ 
neys linking the town’s main resi¬ 
dential and employment areas with 
the town centre, International 
Station, Designer Outlet, William 
Harvey Hospital and three proposed 
park and ride sites. 

Using high-quality vehicles and 
fast-boarding technology such as 
smart cards for quick fare payment, 
SmartLink services would be mod¬ 
elled on a tram system and run every 
eight to 10 minutes via special prior¬ 
ities and lanes to avoid congestion. 

Residents and businesspeople can 
see how it might work by checking 
out plans displayed in Ashford’s 
County Square shopping centre on 
Tuesday, from 9am to 6pm. 

Growth 

Representatives from Ashford’s 
Future and Kent County Council 
will be on hand to answer queries. 

Ashford’s Future’s transport chief 
Andy Phillips said: “SmartLink will 
play a key part in supporting the 
town’s growth as the population dou¬ 
bles over the next 20 years. 

“With more people on the roads 
and our residential and business 
communities expanding, it is essen¬ 
tial that we offer a sustainable and 
efficient alternative to car travel. 

“SmartLink will give people a fast, 
modem and reliable way of getting 
to and from work, school, the station 



or the town centre, and will make a 
significant impact on congestion.” 

The Department of Transport will 
be approached in December about 
£30 million funding for the scheme. 

Ashford has been identified by the 
Government as one of the key 
growth areas in the South East and 
is now the fastest growing town 
between London and the Continent, 
creating 28,000 extra jobs and 
31,000 new homes by 2031.

Secure forms of payment from overseas 
buyers are vital for UK exporters in this 
economic climate and one of the best 
mechanisms is a confirmed letter of cred¬ 
it. Under this a bank in the UK guaran¬ 
tees payment to its exporting customer, 
provided documents stipulated in the let¬ 
ter of credit issued by the buyer’s over¬ 
seas bank are presented to it. 

In this way, the UK exporter is able to 
eliminate the risk of non-payment by its 
buyer. By sharing with banks the risks 
associated with confirmed letters of cred¬ 
it, ECGD aims to increase the amount of 
short-term export finance available to 
UK exporters. The scheme is supported 
by Barclays, RBS, HSBC, Lloyds TSB 
and Standard Chartered. 

The Minister for Trade, Investment 
and Small Business, Lord Davies of 
Abersoch, said: “This could provide real 
help to UK firms, particularly smaller 
companies exporting to emerging mar¬ 
kets.” 


light at end of tunnel 
after double whammy 

passengers travelling in Q3 2009 went up to 
2.6 million from 2.4 million 2008. 

This breaks down into an 11 per cent 
increase in passengers travelling outbound 
from the UK and a seven per cent rise on 
inbound travellers from the Continent year on 
year. 

The recovery is also attributed to the compa¬ 
ny’s Little Break, Big Difference advertising 
campaign, plugging the £59 London to Paris or 
Brussels return fare for UK travellers. 

Mr Brown said: “Today’s figures show that 
despite tough times, people are increasingly 
realising the benefit of travelling with 
Eurostar. These individuals are part of what 
we call the Eurostar Generation; travellers 
who over the past decade and a half have 
experienced significant changes to the way 
they live, work and play as the network of 
high-speed rail services steadily grows.” 

Mr Brown also said that though the econom¬ 
ic climate remains difficult there are signs the 
worst might be over for the business market. 

He said: “In recent weeks a number of our 
major corporate clients have eased their busi¬ 
ness travel restrictions. Although it’s early 
days, this may be a sign of an upturn.” 

Eurostar is a joint venture by SNCF (French 
railways), Eurostar UK (owned by London and 
Continental Railways) and SNCB (Belgian 
railways). 

It operates between St Pancras 
International, Ebbsfleet International and 
Ashford International on the UK side and 
Paris and Disneyland Resort Paris, Lille, 
Calais, Avignon and the French Alps as well as 
the Belgian capital, Brussels. 


Crisis? What crisis? 

ROADS watchdog the RAC Foundation has taken a look at 
the 1970s energy crisis and urged modern-day politicians to 
learn the lessons. 

The symptoms then - economic downturn, dwindling pub¬ 
lic cash and politicians keen to cut spending - sound horri¬ 
bly familiar. 

The foundation’s study - The 1973-1975 Energy Crisis and 
its Impact on Transport - recalls how the oil shortage and 
consequent price hikes sparked debate about a change in 
travel habits. Many expected a shift towards public trans¬ 
port requiring a halt to “superfluous road-building”. 

Road-building was slashed, petrol rationing was planned 
and speed limits cut to conserve fuel, yet car usage was 
increasing again within two years and never stopped 
climbing. 

Foundation director Prof Stephen Glaister said: “It is clear 
to see that the energy crisis of 1973-75 had little lasting 
impact on car ownership and traffic trends. 

Radical policies 

“Those who believe we should do nothing to enhance the 
road network due to the economy and climate change 
requirements need to learn from what has gone before. 

“Radical policies to curb car use were adopted in the 
1970s and it was widely believed traffic would not increase. 
Those predictions were wrong. The result of these policies 
was to reduce mobility, rather than shift people onto pub¬ 
lic transport.” 

“Investment in roads produces very high rates of return, 
and at a time when every penny counts politicians have a 
duty to get as much for taxpayers’ money as they can. With 
infrastructure projects taking so long to become reality, 
plans need to be made and acted upon now. 

“More traffic need not be bad for the environment if 
improved and new technologies make vehicles increasingly 
green. 

“Today’s politicians could put their heads in the sand and 
pretend congestion and pollution will be solved by the reces¬ 
sion. They will not. Population growth and economic recov¬ 
ery mean the demand for mobility and freight movement 
will rise again.” 
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HIGH speed train operator 
Eurostar is bouncing back from the 
catastrophic Channel Tunnel fire 
of September, 2008, writes Andy 
Rogers. 

The encouraging news comes on the eve of 
the company celebrating 15 years of opera¬ 
tions - services to France and Belgium began 
on November 14,1994. 

Chief executive Richard Brown said 2009 
had been a tough year so far, with overall sales 
and revenue still down slightly, but the dam¬ 
aging effect of the fire on third quarter 2008 


ticket sales could be seen in a 6.8 per cent 
upsurge for the same period this year. 

He also reported a recession-defying 
upturn in the leisure sector and a levelling 
out of decline in the important business trav¬ 
el market. 

Since Eurostar returned to full service in 
February, 2009, punctuality levels have also 
been high, with 95 per cent of trains arriving 
on time. 

Overall ticket sales between January and 
September this year totalled £504.9 million, 
and since the beginning of the year Eurostar 
has welcomed 6.9 million travellers. While this 
is down 0.9 per cent on 2008, the volume of

Clydesdale raises steaks for Heritage

MEAT importer Heritage Foods UK believes 
its current £24 million turnover will be boost¬ 
ed by 25 per cent through teaming up with 
Clydesdale Bank. 

Heritage, based at Maidstone’s Turkey Mill, 
now expects to be able to pay overseas suppli¬ 
ers on better terms, while improving its own 
cashflow. 

Heritage was started in 2003 and specialises 
in importing meats for the wholesale butchers 
trade and major food service groups, to supply 
to pubs, restaurants and hotels nationwide 
such as Beefeater, Greene King and Hilton 
Hotels. 

Invoice financing allows Heritage to obtain 
up to 75 per cent of the value of its invoices 
immediately, with the remainder payable 
when payment is received. 

Heritage MD John Smith who, along with 
fellow director Duncan Costain-Perry has 
been in the industry more than 20 years, said: 
“All the meat we import from Australia, New 
Zealand and South America has to be paid for 
upfront, but we don’t get paid by our cus¬ 
tomers here until after they take delivery. 

“We need some way of bridging that gap and 
invoice financing enables us to do that. 

“Clydesdale Bank supplies a letter of credit 
and then as soon as we raise the invoice to the 
customer we can use the funds released 
through invoice financing to pay the supplier.” 

But there were other attractions in switch¬ 
ing to Clydesdale: “We were dissatisfied 
with our previous bank and felt strongly 
that we would get a more personal 
service with Clydesdale because they 


are more like an old-fashioned bank.” 

Martin White, business partner at 
Clydesdale Bank Financial Solutions Centre, 
also in Maidstone, said its client had already 
been a success story, but added: “The team at 
Heritage is keen to push on to the next level 
and our international products will help them 
to do that. These are people who know their 
industry inside out and we are always looking 


to support businesses with strong manage¬ 
ment teams.” 

Heritage employs 12 people, with one based 
in Spain. Mr Smith said: ‘We now have an 
even stronger foothold in the market and our 
financial benefits are better. It allows us to 
push on as a business and I don’t see why we 
shouldn’t be turning over £30m within a year 
to 18 months.” 
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Airline’s life-saving 
sideline taking off

KENT-based World Executive 
Airways (WEA) has built a life-sav¬ 
ing niche business flying human 
organs across the UK for trans¬ 
plants, writes Andy Rogers. 

WEA, which operates out of Lydd Airport, is 
better known for executive charter and air taxi 
services to the corporate and leisure sectors, 
but is now a vital link for NHS organ trans¬ 
plant teams. 

With the need to cover from the far north of 
Scotland down to the Channel Islands, relia¬ 
bility and fast reaction times are essential for 
transportation of donor hearts, kidneys, lungs, 
livers and other organs. 

From the moment the organ is removed 
from a donor and packed in a special contain¬ 
er, it is a race against time to keep it ‘viable’ on 
its way to the hospital where the transplant 
will take place. 

Air travel is proving the best solution and 
WEA air crew are on standby 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

WEA MD Jonathan Gordon said: “It’s not 
uncommon for one of our aircraft to be stand¬ 
ing in the middle of the night at a British air¬ 
port, with its engines running, waiting for an 
ambulance travelling under a blue light to 
deliver the container. 

“Within seconds the container is secured on 
board, the door closed and the aircraft taxiing 
for take-off. The control tower gives priority 
status for a rapid departure and the aircraft 


sets off on a flight path cleared in advance as 
a priority by air traffic control. 

“Providing this service places huge demands 
on our pilots and presents us with consider¬ 
able logistical and operational challenges, but 
we take great pride in playing our part in 
making our human organ transplant service 
one of the best in the world.” 

The national transplant database tracks 
demand for organ transplants in the UK, but 
this always outstrips supply. Allocation is 
assessed according to the patient’s need and 
the closest possible match between donor and 
recipient. The blood group, age and size of 
donor and recipient are all taken into account. 

“Our duty manager will receive an initial 
call at any time of the day or night to ask if we 
could provide an aircraft and crew to pick up 
from point A and deliver to point B,” said Mr 


Gordon. “Once we confirm our availability, we 
are on standby. We will remain at the ready 
while the authorities continue their process of 
matching donor and recipient. 

“Sometimes this can take hours and doesn’t 
always work out. In fact, only about two out of 
10 calls we receive lead to us getting involved 
in transporting a human organ. 

“When we are involved, we will manage 
every aspect of the air journey, including log¬ 
ging a flight plan with air traffic controllers 
and liaising with airport authorities. 

“The entire operation takes between six and 
12 hours and can sometimes involve carrying 
a medical crew as well as the donor organ.” 

WEA is part of the Atlantic Bridge Aviation 
Group formed in 1988. It holds a minority 
shareholding in Lydd Airport via another sub¬ 
sidiary, South East Airports Ltd. 
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Watchdog: Sale of crossing 
would be a ‘Prescott punch’ 


GOVERNMENT plans to sell the Dartford Tunnel and 
Queen Elizabeth II bridge have been called a “punch in 
the face for anti-toll campaigners” by the Association of 
British drivers (ABD). 

The M25 toll crossing over the Thames has been identi¬ 
fied as one of the assets that might be liquidated to nar¬ 
row the UK gaping budget deficit, but ABD spokesman 
Nigel Humphries said: “The bridge and tunnel are a crit¬ 
ical part of the UK’s national road infrastructure. It’s 
completely unacceptable that they should be sold, possi¬ 
bly to foreign investors. 

‘We have no doubt that any sale will result in large 
increases in tolls as the purchaser tries to recoup their 
investment.” 

Kent’s ABD co-ordinator Terry Hudson said: “The 
Government is well aware that there is a campaign local¬ 


ly to have tolls on the crossing scrapped. This is support¬ 
ed by local councils, including Dartford and Gravesham, 
and by local businesses which are already struggling with 
the tolls in this time of recession. 

“A recent power cut also proved removal of the tolls 
greatly reduces congestion. Only last week transport 
minister Sadiq Khan suggested tolls might be scrapped 
one way to reduce congestion. Gordon Brown must have 
been taking tips from John Prescott - this announcement 
is a punch in the face for campaigners.” 

ABD chairman Brian Gregory said: “The amount the 
sale might bring highlights what a moneyspinner the 
Dartford Crossing is for the Government, despite the 
promise to drop the tolls once the bridge had been paid 
for. Not only does this Government break its promises, it 
now aims to profit from doing so.” 


Warehouse delivers big eco savings for Morrisons 

BRITAIN’S fourth biggest supermarket chain, Morrisons, has 
moved into a new warehouse and distribution complex at G Park, 
Sittingboume. 

The 920,000 sq ft colossus was developed by warehousing special¬ 
ist Gazeley and Standard Life Investments with an accent on sus¬ 
tainability; more than 12,000 varieties of insects and wildlife are 
claimed to have been moved from the site to ensure minimum envi¬ 
ronmental disruption. 

The building should also deliver carbon savings through solar 
heating, a grey-water system, vertical wind turbines and more effi¬ 
cient lighting. Gazeley completed the building in 42 weeks and 
Morrisons aims to use the site to support its South East expansion.

Kent undecided 
on giving Kemp

SOUTH African all-rounder Justin Kemp still 
awaits a decision about his future at Kent, but 
has not ended his Kolpak agreement, accord¬ 
ing to chairman of cricket, Graham Johnson. 

There had been speculation this week that 
the 32-year-old has ended his Kolpak status in 
an attempt to make himself available for 
South Africa, but that has since been rub¬ 
bished by Kent. 

Kemp has returned to South Africa to play 
for state side Cape Cobras this winter as he 
waits to see if Kent offer him a new deal after 
his two-year contract expired at the end of this 
season. 

Johnson denied that Kemp tore up his agree¬ 
ment, but did say the county are yet to decide 
whether he will return as a Kolpak player or 
as their overseas option for either the whole 
season, or just in the new Twenty20 Cup. 

“As far as I am aware that is not the case,” he 
said. “Justin could play as a Kolpak or an 
overseas player next season because of his 
international career, but that decision is yet to 
be made.”

FORMULA One fans flocked to 
Kent’s Bluewater Shopping Centre 
this week to witness the homecom¬ 
ing of newly-crowned world cham¬ 
pion Jenson Button. 

Almost 2,000 supporters and the world’s 
media turned out at the shopping centre in 
Greenhithe on Tuesday, as Button made his 
first appearance in Britain after claiming the 
world driver’s title in Brazil last Sunday 

The new champion took part in Virgin Media’s 
Speedweek event and spent time answering 
fans’ questions and signing autographs. 

A delighted Button said: “I want to continue 
achieving in this sport and I am not one of 
these drivers who is looking for a big money 
move to another team, it’s not what I am 
about. I want to go and win races again - I 
want to be with Brawn GP. 

“Formula One becomes your life if you want 
to win. I am hoping kids racing all around the 
UK will look up to drivers in FI. I know I’ve 
made mistakes, but I have put them right.” 

This was the latest in a long line of visits to 
the county for the 29-year-old after he spent his 
early racing career at Chatham’s Buckmore 
Park kart circuit. 

Button, who began karting at the age of 
eight, won two British Championships at the 
Kent circuit and learnt a lot of his race craft 
there before moving up to car racing in 1998. 

Buckmore Park owner Bill Sisley said: ‘We 
are delighted to salute Jenson, who just a few 
short years ago was pounding around our 
track alongside our other old boy Lewis 
Hamilton. 

“I first saw Jenson as an eight-year-old and 
he was team-mate to my son for five years. 

“Jenson and Lewis’ achievements just go to 
show karting is the best way for youngsters to 
begin their motorsport careers.” 

With the circuit helping to produce two 
world champions in consecutive years, Sisley 
believes Buckmore Park will provide more 
champions in the future. 

He said: “I am sure out of the thousands of 
drivers we have at the circuit, one or two will 
go on to become the next British Formula One 
world champion.” 


Jenson’s got a 
long way to go 
yet says Surtees 


FORMER Formula One world champion 
John Surtees believes Great Britain is 
enjoying a golden era in motorsport fol¬ 
lowing Jenson Button’s world title win. 

The 1964 world champion (pictured 
below), who lives in Edenbridge, near 
Sevenoaks, admitted he was delighted 
to see Button lift the title in Brazil, but 
believes he has work to do to become 
one of the sport’s best drivers. 

Surtees, the only man to win the world 
championship on both two and four 
wheels, has played a crucial part in 
Button’s rise to success. He helped 
arrange a test drive with the Williams FI 
team for a 20-year-old Button in 1999, 
which went some way in achieving his 
first FI drive with the team in 2000. 

Surtees, 75, said: “It was great to see 
Jenson win the title as I have known him 
since he was very young. Things have 
changed a lot since I won it, but I still 
remember the feeling and I am sure 
Jenson will be re-living the moment.” 

Button has received his fair share of 
criticism in the past for the way he has 
acted in Formula One. 

Surtees believes the Brawn GP driver 
has not helped himself during his career, 
and says if he wishes to become the first 
Brit in history to win back-to-back titles, 
his sole focus must be on racing. 

He said: “Jenson has had a lot of criti¬ 
cism in his career, but I feel it 
is of his own doing. If I was 
him I would to go to 
Abu Dhabi and give 
* it 101 per cent to win 
the final race and 
stamp his authority on 
the championship. I think 
to win back-to-back 
titles, he has got to 
focus on the racing.”

BRANDS Hatch has been lined up 
to host a round of the Superleague 
Formula Championship next sea¬ 
son to replace the outgoing A1 GR 
The series, which combines foot¬ 
ball with motor racing, looks to 
be heading to the Grand Prix cir¬ 
cuit after being named on the 
provisional calendar. 

The series would head to Kent 
on August 1 as part of a new 
expanded 12-race championship. 

The single-seater championship, 
which uses identical V12 powered 
cars, began three years ago and 
is increasing in popularity 
Former Formula One drivers 
Sebastien Bourdais, Antonio 
Pizzonia and Giorgio Pantano

Although goalkeepers are traditionally able 
to play longer due to the relatively lower phys¬ 
ical demands compared to outfield players, 
such longevity is a notable achievement in a 
sport which gets more intense by the year.

Fleet owners in struggle 
to resolve financial crisis 


EBBSFLEET United could be sold within two 
months unless a solution is found to the 
club’s current financial plight, with owners 
MyFootballClub currently in talks with club 
bosses. 

Less than a third of the 30,000 MyFC mem¬ 
bers paid their renewal fee for the current 
season and the resultant shortfall has left 
Fleet hamstrung not only on the pitch - with 
manager Liam Daish releasing the bulk of his 
squad in pre-season - but off it, with vice- 
chairman Roly Edwards confirming the 
option to put the club up for sale has already 
been discussed. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “There are two 
options - the money is raised or the club will 
be sold. Our accountant informs us Christmas 
is the deadline and we are well aware that is 
not a long time. Selling the club is the last 
resort, but it is a very real possibility.” 

However, despite a forecasted loss of 
£130,000 by the end of 2009-10, Edwards was 


quick to quash rumours the club would not 
survive beyond the end of the season. 

He said: “No way - that was never on the 
cards. The worst-case scenario is the club gets 
funded to a lower level. There have been 
stories saying the club won’t be around at the 
end of the season and that’s an absolute exag¬ 
geration. Ebbsfleet United will still be here in 
20 years’ time.” 

Average crowds at Stonebridge Road have 
dipped to less than 1,200 and Fleet chairman 
Duncan Holt admits this has contributed to 
the club’s money troubles. 

He said: “With our current league position 
the way it is, we have lost revenue coming 
through the gate. We need money coming in 
through commercial revenue and the member¬ 
ship structure, and both are also down. 

“We must find the extra amount between 
now and the end of the season so there is time 
to work on it. We are no worse off than any 
other club.”

New coach savs fast bowler 
lacks variety the team needs 


By GLENN PEARSON 


KENT pulled out of the race to sign 
former England bowler Matthew 
Hoggard because the county felt he 
wouldn’t add enough variety to 
their pace attack. 

Kent on Sunday exclusively 
revealed last week that the coun¬ 
ty were interested in signing 
Hoggard after he was released at 
the end of the season, following 
15 years with Yorkshire. 

New head coach Paul Farbrace 
spoke to the 32-year-old paceman, 
before Leicestershire offered him 
a three-year deal at the beginning 
of the week, but despite a positive 
discussion, Kent pulled out of the 
running for his signature. 

The former England and 
Yorkshire seamer would have 
been at the top end of Kent’s 
wage scale and it’s also unlikely 
they would have offered him a deal beyond 
two years - which are all factors that 
Farbrace and the cricket committee have 
been weighing up. 

Farbrace said: “We didn’t continue with 
that because of other options that are slight¬ 
ly better with what we have got to work with. 

“The key thing is making sure we have 
enough variety in our attack. We had to look 
at the whole package, which includes how 
much we would have to pay. 

“There’s no doubt he is a quality bowler with 
more than 600 first-class wickets, but for us we 
are looking to put a bit more variety in the 
bowling department. 

“We have pretty much got someone who 
can swing the ball up front with the likes of 



Amjad Khan, Robbie Joseph and Simon Cook.” 

Kent’s chairman of cricket, Graham 
Johnson, backed Farbrace in wanting to 
speak to Hoggard, but hinted money might 
have been a factor as they won’t pursue the 
signing “with what’s on offer at the moment”. 

He said: “The cricket committee met last 
week and Matthew Hoggard was discussed, 
along with many others. He does not meet 
the criteria of what we are look¬ 
ing for. We have already spoken 
to him - and are we putting an 
offer on the table? No, not at the 
moment.” 

While it appears Hoggard is 
likely to be plying his trade else¬ 
where, Farbrace, skipper Rob 
Key and coach Simon Willis have 
been closing in on other potential 
targets ahead of next summer. 

The club have made no secret 
of wanting to bolster their bowl¬ 
ing attack, with Farbrace 
telling this newspaper before 
his appointment as head coach, 
that quick bowlers would be 
targeted, whereas Key has 
hinted he would like a world-class spinner in 
the attack next summer. 

As a result, Kent’s new head coach would¬ 
n’t be drawn on where the club intends to 
strengthen, but did say they were making 
some progress in their search for an overseas 
star. 

“Bowling is an area we are focusing our 
attention on and as we haven’t got anyone 
nailed down yet, I wouldn’t like to say what 
type of bowler we are after,” he said. 

“As for an overseas, we are working on that 
and are making some progress, but it’s diffi¬ 
cult with the IPL and the Twenty20 World 
Cup following after that.
